"Pull  of  Selling" 

PRODUCTIVITY  IN  RETAILING 

"  IF  British  industry  is  to  expand,  the 
pull  has  got  to  come  from  the  selling 
end."  That  statement  was  made  by  Mr. 
F.  A.  Cockfield  (managing  director, 
Boots  Pure  Drug  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  a  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Economic  Develop- 
ment Council)  in  a  talk  on  "Higher 
Productivity  in  Retail  Distribution  "  at 
the  annual  conference  of  the  Institute 
of  Marketing  and  Sales  Management 
in  Brighton  on  May  19.  Addressing 
more  than  250  marketing  executives 
from  all  parts  of  Britain,  Mr.  Cockfield 
referred  to  the  growth  figure  of  4  per 
cent,  taken  by  the  National  Economic 
Development  Council  for  the  next  five 
years.  To  many  who  worked  in  com- 
panies which  showed  growth  figures 
greatly  in  excess  of  that,  4  per  cent, 
might  not  appear  large.  But  it  was 
much  greater  than  the  rate  of  growth 
which  had  in  fact  been  shown  in  Brit- 
ain over  the  last  ten  years.  "  Over  the 
past  ten  years," 
said  Mr.  Cockfield,

Our 
shops  will  succeed  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  people  we  can  get  moving 
through  them.  Rising  rents  mean  that 
there  must  be  more  sales  per  sq.  ft., 
and  rising  salaries  mean  that  there  must 
be  more  sales  per  head  of  staff.  In- 
creased productivity  is  therefore  im- 
perative." 

Agricultural  Chemicals 

THE  SAFE  USE  OF  PARAQUAT 

THE  Ministry  of  Agriculture  have 
issued  recommendations  for  safe  use 
in  Great  Britain  in  respect  of  the  herbi- 
cide paraquat  (l,l'-dimethyl-4,4'-bipy- 
ridylium-2A.  Where  A  =  anion,  usually 
chloride  or  methylsulphate).  The  Min- 
istry state  that  its  use  should  not  pre- 
sent a  hazard  to  operators  provided 
they  observe  the  following  precau- 
tions, which  should  appear  on  the  label 
WEAR  RUBBER  GLOVES  AND 
FACE-SHIELD  when  handling  the  con- 
centrate. 

WASH  CONCENTRATE  from  skin  or 
eyes  immediately. 

AVOID  WORKING  IN  SPRAY  MIST. 

WASH  HANDS  AND  EXPOSED  SKIN 
before  meals  and  after  work. 

The  use  of  paraquat  on  a  non-edible 
crop  was  acceptable  as  was  its  use  as 
a  pre-sowing  herbicide  for  sward  kill- 
ing in  old  pastures  to  be  re-seeded.  The 
use  of  paraquat  was  also  acceptable 
on  land  where  any  tree,  bush,  cane  or 
plant  which  normally  produced  edible 
fruit  was  growing,  but  there  was  insuffi- 
cient information  to  enable  other  re- 
commendations to  be  made  on  the  safe 
use  of  the  chemical  on  edible  crops. 
Paraquat  could  be  harmful  to  animals. 
As  a  general  precautionary  measure, 
the  following  advice  should  appear  on 
the  label :  — 

HARMFUL  TO  LIVESTOCK.  Keep 
all  livestock  out  of  treated  areas  for  at 
least  three  weeks. 

DO  NOT  CONTAMINATE  PONDS 
AND  WATERWAYS  with  chemical  or 
used  container. 

STORE  TIGHTLY  CLOSED  in  a  safe 
place. 

WASH  OUT  CONTAINER  THOR- 
OUGHLY and  dispose  of  safely. 

The  recommendations  are  provisional 
and  are  to  be  reviewed  at  the  end  of 
the  1 962  season. 

Pest  Control 

ASSOCIATION  PLANS  FOR  FUTURE 

THE  Industrial  Pest  Control  Associa- 
tion is  to  hold  its  first  full-scale  confer- 
ence in  1963.  That  will  be  at  Oxford, 
and  authoritative  papers  will  be  pre- 
sented on  all  aspects  of  pest  control 
other  than  protection  of  growing  crops. 
Further  details  are  promised  soon.  In 
order  to  increase  the  membership  of 
the  Association,  and  to  keep  it  fully 
representative  of  the  British  pest  control 
industry,  a  scheme  of  graded  subscrip- 
tions has  been  introduced  to  enable  the 
smallest  companies  to  join  and  enjoy 
full  benefits  of  membership.  The  Asso- 
ciation has  also  decided  to  continue  its 
membership  of  the  European  Federa- 
tion of  National  Associations  of  Pesti- 


cide Manufacturers  (G.E.F.A.P.)  which 
is  a  "  parliament "  of  European  pest 
control  associations. 

Drug  Trade  Fund 

BIENNIAL  MEETING  IN  LONDON 

THE  biennial  meeting  of  subscribers 
and  trustees  to  the  Drug  Trade  Appeal 
Fund  was  held  in  London  on  May  10, 
when  the  accounts  were  duly  adopted. 
The  report  indicated  that  the  trustees 
had  received  no  applications  that  fell 
within  the  rules.  The  meeting  received 
with  regret,  and  appreciation  of  his  ser- 
vices, the  resignation  of  the  treasurer 
(Mr.  L.  Johnson).  Officers  and  trustees 
for  the  next  biennial  period  were  elec- 
ted as  follows :  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  C. 
Hanbury;  Treasurer,  Mr.  L.  D.  Smith; 
Secretary,  Mr.  A.  Duckworth;  Trustees, 
Messrs.  A.  Aldington,  J.  C.  Hanbury, 
C.  M.  Hill,  W.  S.  Howells,  D.  W.  Hud- 
son, C.  W.  Robinson  and  L.  D.  Smith. 

Side  Effects  of  Drugs 

CALL  FOR  WORLD  STANDARD  TESTS 

SERIOUS  side-effects  caused  by  certain 
new  pharmaceutical  preparations  were 
discussed  by  a  committee  of  the  World 
Health  Organisation  during  the  Organi- 
sation's Assembly  at  Geneva  on  May 
22.  The  committee  recommended  that 
W.H.O.  should  consider  establishing 
minimum  basic  requirements  and  prac- 
tical methods  for  clinical  and  pharma- 
cological evaluations  and  called  for 
regular  exchanges  of  information  on 
the  safety  and  efficacy  of  drugs. 

Concentrating  Production 

TWO  FACTORIES  TO  CLOSE 

TWO  factories  at  Pruduhoe,  Northum- 
berland, and  Dowlais,  South  Wales,  be- 
longing to  Imperial  Chemical  Indus- 
tries, Ltd.,  which  employ  1,200  people 
between  them,  are  to  close  by  1964. 
The  company  have  decided  to  concen- 
trate the  manufacture  of  ammonia  and 
related  products  at  factories  at  Billing- 
ham-on-Tees,  Heysham,  and  a  new  site 
at  Severnside,  near  Bristol.  The  manu- 
facture of  methanol  at  Dowlais  is  to 
stop  almost  immediately  and  ammonia 
will  not  be  made  there  after  the  middle 
of  next  year.  At  Pruduhoe  ammonium 
sulphate  production  will  end  during 
1964,  but  ammonia  may  be  made  there 
for  another  year. 

Cosmetic  Chemists 

"  SENSATIONAL  "  REPORT  CRITICISED 

THE  Society  of  Cosmetic  Chemists  of 
Great  Britain  has  published  a  pamph- 
let criticising  some  aspects  of  the  re- 
port on  cosmetics  issued  by  the  Institute 
of  Weights  and  Measures  Administra- 
tion. The  report  recommended  that  the 
manufacture  and  sale  of  cosmetics  be 
legally  controlled  by  extensions  to  the 
Food  and  Drug  legislation.  The  Society 
states  that  the  report's  chief  weakness 
lies  in  its  "  rather  sensational  and 
emotional  approach  .  .  .  and  its  depen- 
dence on  second-  or  third-hand  evi- 
dence." The  Society  also  takes  issue 
with  the  report  on  its  strictures  on  the 
cosmetic  industry's  advertising  methods 
and  profit  margins,  and  certain  impu- 
tations in  the  report  of  adverse  effects 
of  cosmetics  on  health. 


Filming  for  Commerce 

A  COURSE  FOR  EXECUTIVES 

A  PRACTICAL  three-day  course  on 
making  16-mm.  films  has  been  designed 
by  the  Industrial  Welfare  Society,  48 
Bryanston  Square,  London,  W.l,  for 
executives  concerned  with  company 
communications  and  training.  The  pro- 
gramme, which  is  in  two  parts  to  allow 
time  for  processing,  covers  the  whole 
process  from  the  writing  of  the  synopsis 
to  the  projection  of  the  completed  film 
with  sound  commentary.  Part  I  of  the 
course  is  being  held  on  June  26-27  and 
Part  II  on  July  3. 

Microbiology  Congress 

AT  MONTREAL  IN  AUGUST 

THE  eighth  International  Congress  for 
Microbiology  is  to  be  held  in  Montreal, 
Canada,  from  August  19  to  25,  under 
the  auspices  of  the  Canadian  Society  of 
Microbiologists.  There  are  to  be  five 
sections:  structure  and  function;  agri- 
cultural microbiology;  virology;  and 
medical  and  veterinary  microbiology. 
A  commercial  exhibition  of  apparatus, 
etc.,  of  interest  to  microbiologists  is 
being  planned  to  run  concurrently  with 
the  Congress.

IRISH  BREVITIES 

THE  REPUBLIC 

Extensive  damage  was  caused  to  the 
pharmacy  of  Hamilton,  Long  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  Grafton  Street,  Dublin,  on  June 
1,  when  a  lorry  and  a  milk  float  crashed 
into  the  windows  of  the  premises. 

The  terms  and  basis  of  future  sup- 
plies by  pharmacists  of  medicines  under 
the  extended  health  scheme  are  being 
reviewed  at  a  meeting  of  the  West  of 
Ireland  Pharmacists'  Association  in 
Galway  on  September  30. 

A  report  issued  recently  by  the  Irish 
Game  Council  warned  of  the  danger  to 
game  of  some  farm  chemicals  and  seed 
dressings.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Satisfactory  progress 

The  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contractors)  Committee  has  gained  the 
support  of  representatives  of  Pharmaceutical  Committees  in  England  and 
Wales  to  proceed  with  a  new  scheme  of  investigation  into  remuneration. 
That,  of  course,  is  their  right  as  the  recognised  negotiating  body.  The 
decision,  however,  does  not  in  any  way  alter  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
position  in  regard  to  the  resolutions  passed  by  its  own  annual  meeting.  The 
statement  made  by  Mr.  Moss  in  that  connection  suggested  that  the  organ- 
isation at  present  entrusted  with  the  duty  of  making  terms  is  very  much  on 
the  defensive.  That  attitude  is  understandable  in  the  light  of  the  recently 
imposed  cuts  in  oncost  and  of  the  still  more  recent  rebuff  over  the  Com- 
mittee's latest  claim  for  a  retrospective  interim  increase  of  twopence  per 
prescription  put  forward  as  a  means  of  offsetting  the  drop  in  numbers  of 
prescriptions  since  the  introduction  of  the  2s.  levy.  The  reply  of  the  Min- 
istry to  that  claim  was  that,  according  to  their  "  best "  calculations,  the 
present  rates  were  producing  a  net  profit  per  prescription  considerably 
higher  than  they  thought  would  be  right  when  they  proposed  new  rates  in 
February  1961.  (The  adjective  almost  suggests  that  there  were  other  answers 
rather  below  the  description  of  "  best."  I  had  always  been  led  to  under- 
stand that  mathematics  was  an  exact  science,  but  apparently  that  is  not 
so.)  The  statement  of  Mr.  Moss  indicates  a  willingness  to  make  use  of  all 
the  advice,  guidance  and  opinion  he  can  obtain  from  all  sections  of  the 
profession,  while  at  the  same  time  making  it  clear  that  the  arguments  of 
the  Ministry  can  only  be  answered  or  rebutted  by  those  who  have  been 
"bora  and  bred  and  brought  up  in  retail  pharmacy."  He  went  on  to  say  that 
the  majority  of  contractors  would  never  permit  their  contract  to  be  nego- 
tiated by  persons  other  than  those  who,  like  themselves,  were  actual  con- 
tractors— "  people  who  stand  to  be  hit  where  it  hurts  most  should  they  fail 
to  get  the  best  possible  terms."  It  might  be  argued  that  a  reduction  in 
standards  of  remuneration  could  reflect  also  on  those  pharmacists  who  are 
employed  by  contractors.  Those  whose  pockets  are  directly  affected,  as  he 
put  it,  are  not  necessarily  only  contractors. 

Professional  services 

One  or  two  other  points  made  by  Mr.  Moss  seemed  to  me  to  have 
weaknesses.  There  are,  as  he  stated,  several  members  of  the  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society's  Council  on  the  Contractors  Committee  but,  as  he  himself  said, 
they  are  not  there  as  representatives  of  that  Council.  They  just  happen  to 
be  elected  members  of  both  bodies.  Mr.  Moss  also  referred  to  the  small 
percentage  of  total  membership  who  attended  the  special  meeting  of  the 
Society  and  its  annual  meeting.  The  meetings  were  constitutional,  and  it 
would  be  unwise  to  disregard  entirely  the  results  of  the  Council  election  last 
month,  for  the  voting  was  significant.  The  statement  also  makes  the  point 
that  what  is  involved  is  negotiations  for  the  sale  of  goods  and  professional 
services,  and  in  that  respect  it  might  be  argued  that  the  sale  of  the  profes- 
sional services  of  all  pharmacists  in  retail  is  being  negotiated  only  by  the 
employing  interests.  It  is  far  from  likely  that  this  is  the  last  word  in  the 
matter. 

Scottish  news 

One  item  of  news  on  p.  622  concerns  the  position  of  pharmacists  in 
Scotland  in  relation  to  the  National  Health  Service.  It  appears  that  the  flat 
rate  oncost  allowance  is  to  be  calculated  on  similar  lines  to  that  of  Eng- 
land, in  that  a  differential  scale  is  to  be  introduced  on  July  1.  I  note  that 
there  is  a  small  increase  in  dispensing  fee,  and  that  the  new  arrangement 
is  agreed  and  not  imposed.  There  is  also  a  clause  which  binds  both  sides  to 
reach  agreement  on  future  terms  by  means  of  a  joint  survey.  It  seems, 
from  para.  3,  that  the  change  is  not  designed  to  alter  what  is  described  as 
the  "  global "  sum  payable — only  to  alter  its  distribution.  It  would  be 
interesting  to  learn  whether  the  new  arrangements,  which  must  differentiate, 
give  more  to  the  majority  and  less  to  the  minority. 
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Statutory  Committee 

AN  EX-MEMBER  NOT  READMITTED  TO  REGISTER 


THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain  had 
the  task  of  deciding,  at  an  inquiry  held 
on  June  6,  whether  or  not  a  person 
should  have  his  name  restored  to  the 
register.  Mr.  J.  C.  Leonard  was  in  the 
chair,  and  Mr.  A.  C.  Castle  (solicitor 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society)  reported 
that  Mr.  Donald  George  Williams,  92 
King's  Road,  Brighton,  1,  Sussex,  had 
been  found  guilty  of  stealing  silver 
vessels  and  other  articles  of  a  re- 
ligious nature  from  a  church  and  of 
a  Shelton  Staffordshire  earthenware  jug 
from  a  museum  and  had  been  sen- 
tenced to  three  months"  imprisonment 
{to  run  concurrently)  in  respect  of 
each  of  the  offences.  Mr.  Castle  said 
that  Mr.  Williams  was  not  on  the  regis- 
ter but  had  made  application  for  his 
name  to  be  restored  to  it  following 
erasure  for  failure  to  pay  retention  fee, 
and  the  two  convictions  had  been 
brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Society. 
Mr.  A.  Gavin  (counsel),  who  accom- 
panied Mr.  Williams  at  the  inquiry,  said 
that  Mr.  Williams  knew  it  would  be 
necessary  to  acquaint  the  Committee 
with  matters  that,  on  the  face  of  it,  were 
detrimental  to  him,  and  was  aware  that 
the  facts  would  be  explored.  That,  sug- 
gested Mr.  Gavin,  was  a  test  of  his 
sincerity.  Mr.  Williams  had  qualified  in 
1946,  and  his  name  had  been  removed 
from  the  register  in  1959.  During  that 
time  there  had  been  no  complaints. 
Matters  began  to  deteriorate  about 
1955-56,  when  he  had  a  nervous  break- 
down as  a  result  of  matrimonial  diffi- 
culties. Between  1956  and  1961  he  had 
been  constantly  "  in  and  out  of  mental 
hospitals "  and  during  that  time  he 
had  formed  an  addiction  to  a  tranquil- 
lising  drugs.  During  times  of  depression 
he  had  acted  peculiarly,  showing  a 
religious  obsession  and  "  a  desire  to 
manifest  his  sense  of  indignation  with 
the  Almighty."  The  silver  ornaments  that 
had  been  taken  from  the  Church  had 
been  thrown  into  the  sea,  and  the 
offences  were  not  done  with  any  guile. 
He  had  dropped  all  the  ornaments  in 
the  street  and  had  been  easily  identified. 
The  jug  had  been  taken  from  a  museum 
under  the  eyes  of  a  porter  standing  at 
the  door,  and  it  had  not  been  difficult 
for  the  porter  to  retrieve  the  jug. 

His  Oniy  Proper  Occupation 

Williams  was  generally  doing  his  best 
to  rehabilitate  himself,  and  Mr.  Gavin 
asked  the  Committee  to  bear  in  mind 
that  pharmacy  was  his  only  proper 
occupation.  What  he  had  done  had  not 
been  from  the  point  of  obtaining 
money  illegally.  All  the  offences  had 
been  committed  whilst  he  was  either 
mentally  disturbed  or  under  the  in- 
fluence of  drugs  and  alcohol.  The  drug 
addiction  "  appeared  to  be  tailing  off  " 
and  was  under  control.  Mr.  Gavin  con- 
tinued "  If  I  may  suggest  a  course 
which  I  hope  you  will  think  compatible 
with  the  reputation  of  this  profession — 
not  only  compatible  with  that,  but  com- 
patible with  safeguarding  the  public — if 
you  were  so  minded  and  could  find  a 
way  to  restore  his  name  to  the  register 


— he  would  be  willing  to  notify  you  or 
the  proper  officer  of  the  Committee  of 
his  place  of  employment,  and  when  he 
changed  it  to  notify  you." 

Mr.  J.  C.  Leonard  replied  that  the 
decision  of  the  Committee  was  not 
whether  or  not  Williams  deserved  pun- 
ishment "  but  whether,  having  regard  to 
the  Pharmacy  Acts — 'that  is  to  say.  that 
a  registered  pharmacist  is  entrusted  with 
the  protection  of  the  public  and  hand- 
ling all  kinds  of  drugs — your  client,  in 
the  light  of  that  framework,  is  really 
fit." 

After  considering  the  case  The  Chair- 
man said  that  the  Committee  did  not 
feel  justified  in  acceding  to  the  applica- 
tion. They  directed  that  Williams 
should  not,  for  a  period  of  two  years, 
make  application  for  restoration.  After 
he  would  be  at  liberty  to  apply  again. 
The  Committee  were  not  going  to 
specify  the  conditions  that  must  be  ful- 
filled in  the  meantime.  One  matter 
that  would  most  impress  them,  if  fur- 
ther application  were  made,  would  be 
evidence  of  a  substantial  period  of  re- 
sponsible employment  unimpaired  by 
any  more  offences. 

Difficulties  Due  to  Non-attendance 

The  Committee  also  inquired  into  the 
case  of  a  pharmacist  in  respect  of 
whom  information  had  been  received 
that  he  had  been  convicted  for  illegally 
selling  phenmetrazine  hydrochloride,  the 
sale  not  being  made  on  or  in  accord- 
ance with  a  duly  authorised  prescrip- 
tion. The  pharmacist  did  not  attend  the 
hearing.  Mr.  Castle  said  he  understood 
that  the  secretary  of  the  Statutory  Com- 
mittee had  received  a  letter  indicating 
that  the  member  did  not  intend  to  be 
present.  The  Chairman:  "He  does  not 
appear  to  ask  for  an  adjournment." 
Mr.  Castle:  "May  I  be  allowed  to 
open  the  case?"  The  Chairman  :  "  Yes." 
Mr.  Castle  then  referred  to  the  notice 
of  inquiry  and  said  that  it  would  ap- 
pear that  only  one  offence  was  involved, 
whereas,  in  fact,  there  were  two.  That 
fact  had  come  to  light  when  a  certificate 
of  conviction  had  been  received.  He 
asked  leave  for  the  notice  of  inquiry  to 
be  amended  to  cover  two  sales  on  dif- 
erent  dates.  The  Chairman  asked  if  the 
pharmacist  had  received  notice  of  the 
amendment.  Mr.  Castle  replied :  "No." 
The  Chairman  :  "  Then  how  can  we 
allow  it  in  his  absence?  "  Mr.  Castle: 
"  He  has  not  chosen  to  attend."  The 
Chairman  replied  that  the  proper  course 
was  to  give  notice,  "  or  bring  it  to  his 
notice  while  he  is  here,  and  we  cannot 
bring  it  to  his  notice  in  the  course  of 
the  inquiry  because  he  is  not  here."  The 
Secretary  said  he  had  informed  Mr. 
Castle  that  the  pharmacist  had  promised 
the  Society's  inspector  that  he  would 
appear.  He  had  advised  Mr.  Castle  that 
the  amendment  could  be  brought  to  the 
pharmacist's  attention  during  the  course 
of  the  inquiry.  Mr.  Leonard  indicated 
he  could  not  within  the  Rules  give  leave 
to  amend  the  notice,  and  said  "  I  think 
you  must  ask  for  an  adjournment."  Mr. 
Castle  :  "  In  the  circumstances  I  was 
wondering  whether  you  would  be  pre- 


pared to  indicate  whether  or  not  y 
would  accept  the  facts,  I  have  a  cei 
ficate  of  conviction,  either  in  the  fo 
of  a  statutory  declaration  from  the 
spector,  or  from  any  other  material  tl 
I  might  have."  The  Chairman  :  "  C 
is  always  in  this  trouble  when  you  U 
the  only  evidence  in  the  case  by  sta 
tory  declaration."  He  suggested  tl 
one  must  contemplate  the  possibility 
the  pharmacist's  turning  up  next  ti 
possibly  represented,  and  saying  :"Iwi 
to  raise  this  and  that  in  mitigation,"  a 
if  nobody  was  present  there  was  nobc 
he  could  ask  about  the  mitigation.  ' 
he  puts  forward  the  facts  which  you 
not  agree,  you  are  not  in  a  position 
contradict  them  in  any  way."  A 
Castle  :  "  I  appreciate  that.  I  v 
arrange  for  the  inspector  to  be  presen 
The  inquiry  was  adjourned  until  July 

A  Decision  Postponed

ployers.  After  hearing  evidence,  T 
Chairman  told  the  pharmacist  that  1

was  of  a  nature  capable  of  renderi 
him  unfit  to  be  on  the  register.  1 
Committee  had  decided  to  postpo 
their  decision  for  a  year.  At  the  end 
that  period  they  would  require  him 
produce  two  references  from  respc 
sible  people  dealing  with  his  condi 
and  affairs  during  the  interveni 
period.

Nearly  all  branches  of  the  Boots  organ- 
isation have  been  affected  in  varying 
degrees."  Last  year  work  was  completed 
on  the  extension  and  modernisation  of 
sixty-seven  shops.  This  year  work  on 
seventy-nine  branches  will  be  completed 
and  work  will  be  begun  on  a  further 
forty. 

Of  the  company's  eight  overseas  sub- 
sidiaries the  biggest  is  Boots  Pure  Drug 
Co.  India,  where  sales  last  year  ex- 
ceeded £1  million  for  the  first  time.  The 
increase  of  sales  by  the  eight  companies 
was  17  per  cent,  and  their  net  profit 
before  tax  increased  by  25  per  cent. 

The  past  year,  reports  Mr.  Norman, 
has  been  one  in  which  sales  on  the 
chemist    side — in    which   he  includes 


LADY  Summerskill  dealt  another 
below-the-belt  blow  at  the  pharmaceu- 
tical industry  when  she  spoke  in  a 
House  of  Lords  debate  on  population 
problems  in  Asia  on  June  6. 

Lord  Casey  had  said  that  in  India 
alone  the  population  had  risen  from  310 
millions  to  450  millions  in  fifteen  years. 
The  increasing  effectiveness  of  public 
health  measures  and  preventive  medi- 
cines had  resulted  in  a  constantly  de- 
clining death  rate.  He  suggested  the 
United  Kingdom  could  help  India  (and 
others)  by  devoting  £1  or  £2  millions 
out  of  the  large  allocation  currently 
provided  for  general  research  towards 
finding  a  contraceptive  that  would  be 
suitable  for  Asian  needs.  The  drug  cur- 
rently available  in  the  United  Kingdom 
had  to  be  taken  twenty  times  a  month 
— a  practice  "  most  unlikely  to  be  ob- 
served by  illiterate  women  in  Asian  vil- 
lages." 

Lady  Summerskill  said :  "  The 
pharmaceutical  firms  producing  oral 
contraceptives  are  not  waiting  for  en- 
couragement from  the  Government  to 
investigate  a  cheaper  pill  for  the  Asian 
market.  Indeed,  they  are  showing  a 
reckless  haste  in  this  country  and 
abroad."  Continuing  along  her  familiar 
line  of  argument  she  said  powerful  new 
drugs  were  now  sold  in  the  same  way 
as  detergents.  Doctors  were  "  deluged 
every  day  with  highly-coloured  adver- 
tisements and  a  constant  stream  of 
smooth-tongued  commercial  travellers 
wasted  the  doctors'  precious  time." 
Marketing  the  oral  contraceptive,  she 
said,  promised  a  "  colossal  margin  of 
profit "  for  there  was  no  frontier  and 
no  limit  to  the  markets.  During  the 
course  of  her  speech  Lady  Summer- 
skill  quoted  from  numerous  published 
articles  on  the  side  effects  of  an  oral 
contraceptive  that  is  on  the  market. 

Lord  Brain  (president  of  the  Family 
Planning  Association)  said  that  all  the 
information  quoted  by  the  critics  was 
known  to  the  Association  before  it  ex- 
pressed the  view  that  the  product  was 
safe  if  used  in  the  conditions  laid  down. 
Surely  the  best  way  to  exclude  long- 
term  ill-effects  was  to  keep  a  close 
watch  on  short-term  reactions,  and  that 
was  being  done.  He  urged  the  Govern- 


toilet,  surgical,  photographic  and  farms

On  resale  price 
maintenance  Mr.  Norman  says  the  com- 
pany do  not  believe  that  abandonment 
of  uniform  retail  prices  will  make  for 
either  greater  efficiency  in  distribution 
or  be  of  benefit  ultimately  to  the  cus- 
tomer. If  r.p.m.  were  abandoned  the 
company  would  increase  development 
of  own-label  branding  so  as  to  have 
retailer  identification. 


ment  to  hold  a  watching  brief  on  the 
clinical  tests  of  all  contraceptives,  or 
better  still  to  sponsor  tests  itself. 

Testing  of  New  Drugs 

It  was  not  for  the  Minister  of  Health 
to  judge  when  adequate  trials  of  the 
safety  of  a  new  drug  had  taken  place 
said  Miss  Edith  Pitt  (Parliamentary 
Secretary,  Ministry  of  Health)  on  June 
8,  when  replying  to  a  debate  on  the 
testing  of  new  drugs.  She  said :  "  It  is 
the    manufacturer's    responsibility  to 
decide  on  the  extent  of  safety  testing 
needed  before  the  introduction  of  any 
drug  is  justified,  and  it  is  the  doctor's 
responsibility  to  decide  whether  he  is 
sufficiently  satisfied  about  the  safety  of 
a  new  drug  to  justify  his  prescribing  it 
for  a  particular  patient."    In  general, 
both  the  British  pharmaceutical  industry 
and  the  medical  profession  maintained 
a  high  sense  of  public  responsibility  in 
that  respect.  It  was  improbable  that  any 
effective  therapeutic  substance  was  en- 
tirely without  side  effects.  New  drags,  if 
potent,  were  by  their  nature  liable  to 
exert  effects  other  than  those  which 
they  were  intended  to  produce.  The  un- 
expected effects  might  arise  in  circum- 
stances that  could  not  be  detected  by 
means  of  initial  testing  on  animals  or 
human    volunteers.    The    testing  and 
toxicity  trials  could  never  be  as  com- 
plete as  ideally  might  be  desired,  or  be 
entirely  foolproof.    Of  the  drug  thali- 
domide, Miss  Pitt  said  the  toxicity  tests 
were  carefully  conducted  and  indicated 
that  the  drug  was  apparently  safe.  The 
initial    animal    experiments    seem  to 
have  been  done  meticulously  and  the 
preliminary  clinical  trials  were  carried 
out  by  doctors  wholly  independent  of 
the  pharmaceutical  organisation.  Regu- 
lar general  advice  by  the  Ministry  to 
patients  was  that  they  should  not  hoard 
unused  stocks  of  medicines  prescribed 
for  a  particular  purpose    but  should 
throw  them  away  so  soon  as  they  have 
recovered  from  the  illness  for  which 
they  were  prescribed.  "  This,  perhaps, 
sounds  wasteful,  but  I  am  sure  that  it 
is  wise."  The  law  relating  to  the  control 
of  medicines  was  at  present  being  ex- 
amined.   New    legislation    would  be 
needed  to  require  the  safety  testing  or 
scrutiny  of  all  new  drugs  before  they 
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were  introduced.  Exceptions  were  those 
to  which  Part  I  of  the  Therapeutic 
Substances  Act,  1956,  applied.  Even  if 
the  Minister  took  powers  to  establish 
a  new  central  body  with  a  view  to  con- 
trolling the  introduction  of  all  new 
drugs,  it  would  not  be  possible  to  guar- 
antee that  every  new  drug  was  abso- 
lutely safe.  In  the  case  of  thalidomide 
it  had  now  been  shown  experimentally 
that  it  would  produce  deformities  in  the 
offspring  of  one  animal  species,  other 
than  humans,  namely  rabbits.  Therefore 
it  might  be  practicable  to  devise  testing 
procedures  based  on  that  observation 
to  detect  the  possibility  of  that  distress- 
ing effect  in  any  new  substances.  The 
debate  was  initiated  by  Mr.  J.  Dance, 
who  said  that  he  hoped  to  give  the 
clearest  and  widest  warning  to  mothers- 
to-be  of  the  great  dangers  of  thalido- 
mide, and  also  to  find  out  if  it  would 
be  possible  for  even  more  extensive 
tests  to  be  made  on  new  drugs  than 
were  made  at  present.  He  had  a  great 
respect  for  the  pharmaceutical  industry, 
which  had  spent  much  time  and  money 
on  research  and  he  did  not  think  it 
could  be  blamed  for  what  had  hap- 
pened. 

Mr.  E.  A.  Cooper  declared  that  the 
industry  was  one  of  the  most  progres- 
sive industries  in  the  country,  and  the 
clinical  control  that  was  exercised  oyer 
every  new  drug  "  is  something  which 
has  to  be  seen  in  the  industry  to  be 
believed."  Dr.  D.  Mabon  said  that  some 
pharmaceutical  organisations  did  not 
have  the  necessary  capital  or  the  ability 
to  obtain  the  clinical  facilities  to  carry 
out  adequate  tests.  That  was  important 
in  relation  to  drugs  that  could  have 
fatal  effects,  and  he  considered  that 
they  should  not  be  issued  except  under 
a  positive  system  of  licensing.

The  assistant  secretary  reported 
that  chemists  in  Newry  had  not  yet  de- 
cided on  the  hours  during  which  they 
proposed  to  provide  a  rota  service.

Prescribers'  Illegible  Writing 

In  reply  to  Mr.  H.  W.  Gamble,  the 
pharmaceutical  officer  agreed  that 
the  Board  would  issue  an  explanatory 
memorandum  to  chemists  regarding 
prescription  charges  for  replacement 
items  for  colostomy  outfits.  Mr.  Gam- 
ble said  that  from  time  to  time  he  had 
received  prescriptions  from  doctors, 
handed  in  by  patients,  with  names  and 
addresses  either  incorrectly  or  illegibly 
inserted  by  the  prescriber.  When  the 
patients  had  attempted  to  claim  refund 
of  the  charges  from  the  National  As- 
sistance Board,  refunds  were  refused 
because  of  the  wrong  name  shown  on 
the  prescription.  Much  inconvenience  to 
both  patients  and  chemists  had  thereby 
been  caused.  The  pharmaceutical  offi- 
cer undertook  to  scrutinise  such  pre- 
scriptions in  a  sample  check  and  to 
send  photostat  copies  to  the  prescriber 
concerned,  pointing  out  the  difficulties 
that  could  arise.

Warble  Fly  Control.  —  Dow  Agro- 
chemicals,  Ltd.,  King's  Lynn,  Norfolk, 
invited  members  of  the  Press  to  New 
Farm,  Compton,  Berkshire,  to  see  the 
results  of  a  clinical  trial  of  Ruelene  in 
the  control  of  warble  fly.  Before  a 
similar  audience  in  November,  fourteen 
animals  had  been  treated  with  Ruelene. 
When  these  were  examined  on  April  27 
one  animal  was  found  to  be  carrying 
two  warble  flies;  at  the  Press  demon- 
stration on  May  23,  three  animals  had 
one  "  warble  "  each,  in  one  case  it  was 
thought  not  to  contain  a  viable  grub. 
The  thirteen  animals  used  as  controls 
on  the  same  farm  showed  a  total  gain 
of  137  "warbles"  on  April  27  and  on 
May  23,  134  were  noted.  Thus,  mathe- 
matically, the  treated  animals  showed  a 
reduction  of  warble  fly  infestation 
amounting  to  98  per  cent.  It  was  re- 
ported that  other  groups  similarly 
treated  showed  a  variable  reduction  of 
between  98  and  99  per  cent.  A  further 
experiment  had  also  been  carried  out, 
when  Ruelene  was  applied  as  a  spring 
application.  In  the  group  of  twenty 
animals  it  was  found  that  the  animals 
were  carrying  approximately  five  "  war- 
bles "  per  head.  They  were  treated  on 
March  28.  When  examined  on  April  27 
only  three  animals  were  then  affected 
and  were  carrying  a  total  of  five 
"  warbles."  At  the  same  farm  there  was 
also  a  practical  demonstration  of  a 
"  Nankor  rubber,"  a  device  that  had 
proved  to  maintain  cattle  at  grass  vir- 
tually 100  per  cent,  fly-free  during  the 
summer.

They  now  have  under  one  roof  labora- 
tories for  organic  chemistry,  analytical 
control,  pharmacology  and  biochemis- 
try, plus  an  animal  room,  and  pilot 
plant  for  drug  synthesis.  A  feature  is 
that  all  the  constructional  work,  inclu- 
ding the  teak-topped  laboratory 
benches,  is  understood  to  have  been 
carried  out  by  employees  of  the  com- 
pany. From  its  first  venture  in  retail 
pharmacy  the  company  later  launched 
out  into  wholesale  distribution  (mainly 
to  hospitals)  and  supplying  Government 
contracts.  So  far  the  company's  research 
has  been  carried  out  in  universities  and 
medical  schools. 

At  the  opening,  at  which  demonstra- 
tions were  set  up  to  show  visitors  some 
of  the  work  being  undertaken  at  the 
laboratories,  including,  on  the  pharma- 
cological side,  tests  designed  to  investi- 
gate the  properties  of  drugs  against  in- 
flammation, diuretics,  drugs  with  an 
effect  on  heart  tissue,  demonstrations 
of  "  drug  shock  ";  and,  in  the  chemistry 
department,  the  extraction  of  liquorice 
root,  isolation  of  glycyrrhetinic  acid  and 
purification  of  glycyrrhetinic  acid  de- 
rivatives; distillation  of  promazine  base, 
etc.  Though  the  company  has  a  special 
interest  in  pharmacological  properties 
of  natural  botanical  materials,  the  in- 
tention is  to  diversify  by  work  aimed  at 
producing  new  synthetic  therapeutic 
agents.

Para- 
raph  9  was  worded  "  Whether  phar- 
lacy  is  a  profession,  etc."  In  view  of 
le  present-day  training  the  pharmacist 
lere  must  surely  be  no  doubt  that 
tiarmacy  was  a  profession.  On  the 
ther  hand  pharmaceutical  practice 
ould  vary  with  the  times,  as  it  had 
one  in  the  past  and  no  doubt  would 

0  in  the  future.  As  professional  people 
ley  must  see  that  payment  for  phar- 
laceutical.  services  recognised  their 
rofessional  standing.  Change  in  phar- 
laceutical  practice  could  not  take  place 
vernight,  but  it  was  the  pharmacists' 
:sponsibility  to  make  his  own  case 
s  a  professional  person. 

harmaceutical  Control 

Mr.  D.  Gemmell  said  that  the  Phar- 
lacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941,  permit- 
;d  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  to  operate 

branch  business  without  a  pharmacist 

1  control,  provided  the  sale  of  medi- 
ines  and  medical  or  surgical  appliances 
id  not  constitute  a  substantial  part  of 
ic  business.  He  suggested  that  the  gen- 
ral  practice  of  pharmacy  should  con- 
ist  of  businesses  in  which  the  sale  or 
upply  of  medicines  and  medical  or 
urgical  appliances  would  constitute  a 
ubstantial  part  of  the  business. 

i  Mr.  I.  D.  Mair  agreed  it  was  impor- 
ant  that  pharmacists  should  make  a 
iving  as  professional  men  but  to  do  so 
here  must  be  severe  limitation  of  phar- 
nacies  and  the  presence  of  corporate 
iodies  was  not  conducive  to  that  end. 

On  the  question  of  responsibility  for 
iroviding  a  pharmaceutical  service 
*1r.  L.  Robertson  considered  that 
onger  hours  than  those  worked  at  pre- 
ent  were  necessary  to  provide  a  proper 
ervice  to  the  public.  Mr.  Stewart 
igreed  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Service 
hould  be  able  to  supply  medicines  at 
.11  times.  In  Glasgow  the  establishment 
•f  all-night  and  permanent  late-opening 
iharmacies  made  the  arrangement  of 
ota  services  difficult.  Most  contractors 
vho  at  present  engaged  in  working  ex- 
ended  hours  did  so  for  profit. 

Mr.  R.  B.  Birrell  pointed  out  that 
ota  services  had  been  agreed  for  Sun- 
lays  and  local  holidays  but  no  agree- 
nent  could  be  reached  on  late  opening 
tetween  the  pharmacists  or  with  the 
ocal  Executive. 

Mr.  Mair  considered  that  city-wide 
otas  were  not  desirable.  Any  payment 
nade  for  opening  late  should  take  the 
orm  of  a  professional  fee  for  a  service 
o  the  community. 

Mr.  Grosset  believed  the  pharma- 
ist  must  co-operate  in  a  professional 
nanner  and  make  arrangements  to  pro- 
ide  a  pharmaceutical  service. 

Dr.    McMorran   said  pharmacists 


must  accept  the  principle  of  being  re- 
sponsible for  the  service.  The  details, 
however,  should  be  left  to  the  local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees.  Conditions 
in  small  isolated  communities  obviously 
varied  from  those  in  large  towns. 

With  regard  to  the  recommendations 
on  bodies  corporate  and  the  authority 
of  pharmaceutical  superintendents  a 
resolution  was  proposed  by  Mr.  Rob- 
ertson, and  seconded  by  Mr.  J. 
Pringle: — 

"  That,  to  improve  professional  status, 
this  branch  proposes  that  in  any  future 
opening,  or  transfer  of  ownership,  of 
retail  pharmacies,  the  controlling  finan- 
cial interest  must  be  held  by  a  member 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  and  that 
no  certificates  of  membership  of  the 
Society  may  be  displayed  in  such  pre- 
mises unless  they  comply  with  the  above 
regulation." 

The  motion  was  carried  nem.  con. 
after  brief  discussion. 

Mr.  S.  M.  McDougall  thought  that 
the  recommendations  on  pharmaceuti- 
cal service  and  planning  were  linked, 
and  applied  mainly  to  England  and 
Wales,  where  pharmacists  often  lived 
over  their  business  premises.  If  those 
recommendations  were  taken  to  the  full 
the  pharmacist  would  become  a  serf  to 
the  public. 

In  considering  the  procedure  for  the 
appointment  of  branch  managers  Mr. 
G.  Wilkinson  thought  it  not  right  that 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  have 
to  sanction  any  change  or  transfer  of 
branch  manager.  Dr.  McMorran  did 
not  think  that  that  was  the  Committee's 
intention,  but  that  all  changes  should 
be  registered  with  the  Society  so  that 
they  would  know  who  was  in  charge  of 
a  branch  pharmacy  at  any  time.  That 
would  give  increased  status  to  them. 

Mr.  Wilkinson  proposed  a  motion 
that  the  word  "  registration "  should 
be  substituted  for  "  appointment "  in 
the  section.  The  proposal  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  G.  Archibald  and  carried  nem. 
con. 

Separate  Inquiry  for  Scotland  ? 

On  the  recommendation  regarding 
the  size  of  establishments  and  the  pro- 
vision of  non-pharmaceutical  services, 
Mr.  I.  Caldwell  said  that  he  felt  sep- 
arate inquiries  were  required  for  Scot- 
land and  England,  as  conditions  were 
not  comparable.  Dr.  McMorran 
explained  that  numerous  separate 
studies  were  envisaged  before  any  steps 
were  taken  to  implement  the  report. 

Mr.  Grosset  pointed  out  the  diffi- 
culties of  implementing  the  grouping 
of  businesses  as  there  was  ho  guaran- 
tee that,  if  existing  businesses  were 
grouped  together  new  ones  would  not 
be  opened. 

Mr.  Robertson  proposed  that  before 
the  Society  could  close  existing  phar- 
macies, they  should  have  control  over 
the  opening  of  new  ones.  The  motion 
was  seconded  by  Mr.  Pringle.  Dr. 
McMorran  stated  there  was  no  direct 
suggestion  in  the  report  that  existing 
pharmacies  should  be  closed.  The  mo- 


tion of  Mr.  Robertson  was  put  to  the 
meeting  and  carried. 

The  meeting  considered  that  the 
recommendation  of  a  degree  of  central 
and  local  planning  was  reasonable. 

Mr.  Wilson  considered  that  restric- 
tion of  advertising  would  favour  the 
larger  corporate  bodies,  which  might 
form  other  companies  and  advertise 
their  products  through  them.  Mr. 
Grosset  said  that  a  start  must  be  made 
somewhere  and  that,  if  the  main  body 
of  privately  owned  pharmacies  com- 
plied, much  more  pressure  could  be 
brought  to  bear  on  the  multiples. 

That  greater  attention  be  paid  to  the 
appearance  of  pharmacies  was  accepted 
by  the  meeting  as  reasonable.  Mr.  Gros- 
set suggested  that,  as  a  start,  inspectors 
should  be  asked  to  comment  on  unsat- 
isfactory premises  and  the  proprietors 
asked  to  make  improvements. 

In  consideration  of  pharmacy  window 
displays  a  Member  suggested  the  dele- 
tion of  the  words  "  unless  the  establish- 
ment is  clearly  departmentalised,"  and 
was  supported  by  the  meeting. 

Need  for  Assistants 

In  discussion  of  the  training  of  assis- 
tants to  pharmacists,  Mr.  Milne  said 
there  was  no  doubt  that  there  was  a 
need  for  suitably  trained  assistants  in 
pharmacy.  He  was  aware  that  that  view 
was  contrary  to  the  views  of  the 
branches  in  1953,  when  the  Council  had 
agreed  not  to  take  any  further  steps 
without  consultation  with  the  branches. 
In  the  Society's  journal  (January  20) 
was  a  report  of  a  conference  on  assis- 
tants-in-dispensing in  hospitals  at  which 
the  Society  had  been  represented  by 
Mr.  H.  S.  Grainger.  The  report  ended 
"  Minutes  were  received  and  recom- 
mendations adopted."  That,  thought  the 
speaker,  might  indicate  that  the  Society 
had  given  its  official  blessing. 

Mr.  L.  Robertson  believed  pharma- 
cists would  weaken  their  position  by 
training  a  body  that  would  dilute  lab- 
our. Mr.  Caldwell  did  not  approve 
of  the  curriculum  of  the  Society  of 
Apothecaries.  It  could  be  a  postal 
course  and  inadequate.  The  standard 
would  have  to  be  improved  for  retail 
pharmacy. 

Mr.  J.  Pringle  said  the  Society  was 
in  a  weak  position  for  bargaining  with 
the  Government,  and  that  if  a  lesser 
qualification  were  set  up  their  bargain- 
ing power  might  be  further  weakened. 

Mr.  Mair  pointed  out  that  any  prac- 
tising retail  pharmacist  knew  the  diffi- 
culty of  obtaining  competent  dispensers. 
It  would  be  better  to  develop  some  con- 
trolled situation  than  to  have  the 
chaotic  conditions  that  at  present  pre- 
vailed. 

Mr.  Scatchard,  replying  to  Mr.  L. 
Robertson,  said  that  the  Society  ought 
to  control  any  examination  for  techni- 
cal assistants.  Mr.  Milne  moved  that 
the  meeting  should  approve  the  recom- 
mendation with  the  qualification  that 
the  Society  should  play  a  leading  part. 
That  was  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  MacIn- 
tyre  and  the  resolution  carried  by  a 
large  majority.

Professional  Integrity 

Sir, — I  was  not  going  to  write  any 
more  in  this  controversy,  but  two  re- 
marks in  the  letter  from  Mr.  Cripps 
(C.  &  D.,  June  2,  p.  604)  cannot  be 
ignored.  First,  I  do  not  want  the 
National  Health  Service  all  to  myself. 
In  fact,  I  do  not  want  anything  to  do 
with  it.  As  an  employee  pharmacist  I 
am  obliged  to  dispense  N.H.S.  prescrip- 
tions, but  were  I  an  owner-pharmacist 
I  would  not  touch  the  Service  with 
the  proverbial  40-ft.  barge-pole.  Second, 
it  would  seem  that  Mr.  Cripps  believes 
that  the  vast  majority  of  retail  phar- 
macists make  illegal  sales  regularly  and 
as  a  matter  of  course.  I  do  not  believe 
that  that  is  so.  If  it  is,  then  pharmacy 
is  in  a  truly  rotten  state.  As  pharma- 
cists, we  like  to  be  considered  profes- 
sional people.  Nothing  except  our  own 
personal  integrity  stops  us  making  over- 
the-counter  sales  of  antibiotics,  corti- 
sone preparations  or  Fourth  Schedule 
poisons.  We  have  to  keep  no  records. 
We  have  to  answer  to  nobody.  We  are 
trusted.  We  are  told,  by  law,  that  cer- 
tain things  must  not  be  sold,  and  we  are 
put  on  our  honour  to  see  that  that  law 
is  obeyed.  There  is  no  check  on  us, 
and  (apart  from  the  rare  visit  of  the 
Society's  inspector)  no  supervision. 
When  a  pharmacist  deliberately  and 
for  financial  gain,  direct  or  indirect, 
breaks  the  law  by  making  an  illegal 
sale,  what  he  is  doing  is  dishonest  and 
dishonourable.  For  my  own  part,  I  want 
to  belong  to  an  honourable  profession, 
but  I  find  it  difficult  to  think  of  my  pro- 
fession as  completely  so  while  some  of 
my  fellow  members  look  upon  deliber- 
ate breaches  of  the  law  as  "  trivial  " 
and  others  sneer  at  those  of  us  who  still 
try  to  respect  the  law.

Who  Should  Negotiate  ? 

Sir, — I  was  interested  to  read  the 
letter  from  Mr.  Murley  (C.  &  D.,  June 
9,  p.  632)  for,  although  he  has  now  to 
some  extent  shifted  his  line  of  approach 
on  who  should  carry  on  the  negotia- 
tions, he  is  still  basically  labouring 
under  misapprehensions.  No  one,  of 
course,  would  question  his  sincerity  in 
this  matter,  but  he  is  seriously  at  fault 
on  one  or  two  fundamental  points.  First 
of  all,  Mr.  Murley  still  believes,  by  vir- 
tue of  the  support  shown  for  his  theories 
at  Birmingham  and  at  the  annual  gen- 
eral meeting  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  that  his  view  is  held  by  phar- 
macists generally  throughout  the  coun- 
try ,  but  he  overlooks  the  fact  that 
neither  of  these  meetings  were  accredi- 
ted delegate  meetings  and  neither  could 
therefore  be  said  to  be  representative 
of  the  opinion  of  the  whole  country. 
On  the  contrary  they  were,  as  must  be 
admitted,  bands  of  enthusiasts  from 
certain  well  defined  areas  who  attended 
in  force — as,  for  example,  the  North- 
eastern area,  where  a  special  plane  was 
chartered  for  the  Birmingham  meeting. 
One  has  only  to  -reflect  upon  what  hap- 
pened at  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee 
Conference  to  realise  the  force  of  this 


point.  At  that  Conference,  where  the 
full  facts  of  the  case  were  presented  to 
properly  appointed  delegates  represent- 
ing both  employer  and  employee  phar- 
macists from  114  of  the  135  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees  in  England  and 
Wales,  no  support  whatever  was  forth- 
coming for  Mr.  Murley's  viewpoint, 
and  the  Conference  refused  to  have 
anything  whatever  to  do  with  the  reso- 
lutions passed  at  the  Society's  meetings. 
It  is  not,  I  think,  without  its  signifi- 
cance that  a  vote  of  no  confidence  in 
the  Contractors'  Committee  failed  to 
raise  even  a  seconder,  and  this  purely 
on  the  facts  of  the  case,  without  any 
rosy  promises  that  success  was  just 
around  the  corner,  but  solely  with  the 
promise  that  the  fight  would  still  be 
carried  on. 

The  second  fundamental  point  at 
which  Mr.  Murley  is  at  fault  is  that 
he  still  pursues  the  theory  that,  if  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  were  to  take 
any  part  in  the  negotiations,  the  Coun- 
cil could  use  its  powers  to  force 
employee  pharmacists  who  were  mana- 
gers of  the  multiples  to  withdraw  their 
services,  thus  "  spiking  the  guns "  of 
the  multiples  by  threatening  to  remove 
their  pharmacists  from  the  register  for 
unprofessional  conduct  should  they  fail 
to  carry  out  such  a  command.  This 
suggestion  is  so  fantastic  that  it  puzzles 
me  why  a  man  of  Mr.  Murley's  calibre, 
one  who  is  obviously  a  deep  thinker  on 
the  problems  facing  us  today,  could 
seriously  entertain  any  suggestion  of 
such  a  situation  being  even  remotely 
possible.  Even  if,  for  argument's  sake, 
the  Society  so  decided,  the  power  to 
discipline  a  pharmacist  for  professional 
misconduct  lies  not  with  them  but  with 
the  Statutory  Committee,  a  completely 
autonomous  body  presided  over  by  an 
eminent  lawyer  appointed  by  the 
Privy  Council.  I  can  think  of  few  less 
likely  possibilities  than  that  the  Statu- 
tory Committee  would  contemplate 
directing  that  a  pharmacist's  name 
should  be  struck  off  the  register  and 
thereby  depriving  him  of  his  livelihood 
for  conduct  which,  however  one  looks 
at  it,  cannot  be  regarded  as  unfitting 
him  for  membership  of  his  professional 
body. 

Finally,  Mr.  Murley  asks  "  Why 
bother  to  form  an  Associates'  Section 
of  the  N.P.U.  if  it  cannot  have  a  say 
in  the  negotiations? "  My  statement 
made  it  clear  that,  whilst  it  is  the  con- 
tractor himself  who  signs  the  contract, 
and  he  can  therefore  be  the  only  per- 
son to  say  yea  or  nay,  the  Contractors' 
Committee  would  find  it  helpful  and  is 
indeed  anxious  to  obtain  all  the  guid- 
ance it  can  secure  in  forming  its 
policy  and  deciding  on  its  line  of  nego- 
tiation— in  fact,  everything  short  of  the 
actual  negotiations  themselves.  He 
queries  the  soundness  of  my  argument 
that  it  is  unknown  for  employees  to 
take  part  in  negotiations  which  their 
employers  may  be  conducting  in  con- 
nection with  their  businesses,  stating 
that  we  are  a  mixture  of  business  and 
profession,  but  I  would  point  out  that 
in  many  other  spheres  of  life  profes- 


sional men  (surveyors,  architects,  law 
yers,  doctors,  etc.)  are  employed  b 
firms  that  have  to  negotiate  contract 
with  the  Government  and  other  bodies 
but  in  no  case  do  those  professions 
employees  regard  it  as  their  right, 
even  expect  to  take  part,  in  negotiatin 
the  terms  of  the  contracts  which  thei 
employers  will  be  entering  into.

mprovement  and  conversion  grants  made  by  local 
uthorities  for  giving  structurally  sound  houses  a  new 
;ase  of  life  need  not  be  missed  by  traders  simply  be- 
ause  part  of  their  premises  is  devoted  to  business  use. 
?hat  is  made  clear  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
.ocal  Government  (Dr.  Charles  Hill)  in  a  letter  to 
ounty  and  housing  authorities. 

The  letter  points  out  that  grants  are  not  payable  for 
le  improvement  of  a  part  of  a  dwelling  that  is  used  for 
lusiness  purposes,  nor  are  they  payable  for  the  improve- 
nent  of  premises  used  primarily  for  business  purposes, 
f,  however,  a  business  use  in  a  dwelling  is  limited,  and 
tie  premises  remain  essentially  a  dwelling,  no  objection 
s  raised  to  the  making  of  a  grant  provided  that  the 
nprovements  are  confined  to  the  living  quarters. 

Where  the  business  use  occupies  a  larger  part  of  a 
iroperty,  a  grant  is  payable  only  if  the  dwelling  part 
if  the  property  after  improvement  is  self-contained  and 
ompletely  independent  of  the  part  used  for  business 
airposes.  The  living  accommodation  must  have  its  own 
ccess  and  be  capable  of  being  let  separately. 

In  the  past,  the  Minister  has  also  insisted  that  the 
iving  accommodation  should  be  physically  sealed  off 
rom  the  business  premises,  but  the  rule  that  there  must 
>e  no  communication  between  the  dwelling  and  the 
tusiness  premises  has  proved  unnecessarily  harsh  where 
>oth  are  occupied  by  the  one  owner  or  tenant.  The

)f  grant  where  the  dwelling  is  self-contained  and  has  its 
»wn  access,  and  where  there  is  also  access  to  the  busi- 
iess  premises  by  way  of  a  door  or  passageway. 

Where  the  layout  of  mixed  premises  is  such  that,  in 
>rder  to  carry  on  the  business,  there  has  to  be  access 
hrough  the  dwelling  (for  example,  to  a  store  or  prepara- 
ion  room  behind  the  dwelling)  then  it  has  been  decided 
hat  no  grant  should  be  paid  for  improvement  of  the 
iving  quarters. 

The  idea  is  to  encourage  the  provision  of  additional 
atisfactory  dwellings,  either  by  converting  the  large 
»ut-moded  house  from  one  dwelling  into  a  number  of 
lats,  or  by  converting  an  old  building  into  one  or  more 
Iwellings.  Grants  are  not  intended  to  help  owners  meet 
he  cost  of  ordinary  repairs  and  renewals.  Justification 
|or  making  grants  from  public  funds  (apart  from  the 
mprovement  in  living  conditions)  is  that,  unless  prompt 
iction  is  taken,  houses  that  were  built  without  the 
Lmenities  expected  in  a  modern  house  will  degenerate 
nto  slums,  to  be  cleared  and  replaced  at  public  expense. 
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Onward  from  Galen 

A  CURRENT  CAUSERIE 

It  is  rare  for  the  lay  Press  to  publish  an  article  which  comes 
to  grips  with  the  problems  besetting  retail  pharmacy.  From 
their  detached  position  such  writers  have  more  often  than 
not  given  a  distorted  picture  of  the  situation,  possibly 
through  lack,  on  the  part  of  the  pharmacist,  cf  a  public 
relations  department.  An  article  which  appeared  under  the 
title  "  A  Time  for  the  Chemists  to  Band  Together  ?  "  in 
the  Financial  Times  on  the  day  of  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety's annual  general  meeting  was  an  exception  to 
the  rule  and  besides  being  topical  gave  a  good  resume  of 
the  position  that  the  retail  pharmacist  finds  himself  in  today, 
vis-a-vis  the  multiple  chemist  and  the  grocer.  It  reports 
that  "  One  leading  supermarket  operator  calculates  that 
chemists'  wares  now  form  3-4  per  cent,  of  its  total  sales  " 
and  the  store  can  take  a  gross  margin  of  over  25  per  cent, 
on  those  goods  against  under  18  per  cent,  on  its  food  busi- 
ness. "  The  temptation  to  go  further  in  that  direction  is  an 
obvious  one,"  it  adds.  As  competition  increases,  the  article 
goes  on,  "  it  seems  probable  that  the  private  chemist  will  be 
forced  to  some  form  of  closer  co-operation  with  each  other 
and  with  their  wholesalers  "  although  rationalisation  "  in  a 
trade  where  a  very  wide  selection  of  goods  is  dealt  with  to 
meet  the  whims  of  prescribing  doctors,  or  the  sudden  emer- 
gency demands  of  customers  is  particularly  difficult  to 
achieve."  Airing  such  problems  to  the  general  public 
can  but  have  a  salutory  effect. 

★ 

Sir  James  Barrie  suggested,  in  one  of  his  plays,  that  a  Scots- 
man's greatest  moral  attribute  was  that  he  would  do  nothing 
that  might  damage  his  career.  If  he  was  right,  a  Glasgow 
Herald  supplement  on  choosing  a  career  published  recently 
is  likely  to  be  receiving  the  close  ethical  attention  of  many 
young  Caledonians.  One  feature,  entitled  "  Careers  at  a 
Glance,"  presented  a  comparative  assessment  in  tabular 
form  of  twenty-eight  professions  (ranging  from  accountancy 
to  the  theatre  and  including  pharmacy).  From  the  table 
some  interesting  contrasts  emerge.  The  entry  for  phar- 
macy accurately  states  that  the  usual  time  taken  to  qualify 
is  five  years,  that  a  degree  is  desirable  for  certain  branches, 
and  that  the  demand  for  qualified  people  is  "  expanding 
steadily."  It  says  that  the  salary  range  they  may  expect  to 
command  is  £750  to  £2,000  per  annum.  From  the  entry 
immediately  above,  which  is  for  the  less  ancient  metier  of 
"  organisation  and  methods,"  we  learn  that  the  normal 
qualification  time  for  those  called  and  chosen  in  the  field 
is  "  at  least  two  years,"  that  training  costs  are  borne  by 
the  company  concerned,  and  that  possible  earnings  during 
training  are  £750  to  £1,000.  (after  qualification  they  are 
£1,000  to  £2,500).  Physics,  another  profession  dealt  with, 
normally  requires  four  years  at  university.  Possible  earnings 
during  training  are  given  as  "  nil,"  and  a  university  degree 
is  "  essential  for  senior  posts,"  but  the  estimated  qualified 
salary  range  is  "  £700  to  £24,000  and  upwards  "  (informa- 
tion supplied  by  Dr.  Beeching,  perhaps?).  The  nursing  pro- 
fession and  television  offer,  respectively,  the  prospect  of 
three  years  and  "  one  year  upwards  "  before  qualification. 
During  that  time  a  television  acolyte  must  expect  his  earn- 
ings to  be  "  variable,"  whereas  a  nurse  can  rely  on  £299  to 
£336  per  annum  (less  £128  maintenance).  The  balance  is 
more  than  restored  on  qualifying,  for  a  nurse  can  look 
forward  to  a  salary  ceiling  of  £1,643,  a  television  executive 
to  £3,000  and  upwards.  Those  are  points  to  ponder  for  a 
young  girl  undecided  whether  to  try  for  her  S.R.N,  or  for 
"  Emergency  Ward  10."  Admittedly  anyone  who  enters  any 
branch  of  the  medical  profession  (and  that  includes  phar- 
macy) with  the  sole  idea  of  making  money  would  be  better 
advised  to  apply  his  talents  elsewhere.  And  a  good  thing 
too,  perhaps.  The  essential  prerequisite  must  be  a  desire  to 
serve,  and  service,  often  enough,  means  anything  but  perfect 
freedom.  A  realistic  correlation  between  essential  service 
to  the  State  and  community  and  remuneration  is  overdue.

AN  UNSCRIPTED  COMMENTARY  ON  THE 
SPECIAL  PROBLEMS  OF  THE  PHARMACIST 
IN  RETAIL  PHARMACY 


A MEMBER  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  I  am  also  a  member  of  the  National  Phar- 
-  maceutical  Union,  one  of  the  contractor  chemists  to 
the  National  Health  Service,  a  member  of  my  local  Phar- 
maceutical Committee,  and  a  member  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association.  All  those  bodies  or  organisa- 
tions are  necessary  to  me  so  that  I  may  earn  my  living. 
By  proper  and  intelligent  use  of  them  as  tools,  I  ought  to 
be  able  to  improve  my  living.  How  shall  I  use  them  ? 

I  vote  in  elections  and  attend  what  meetings  I  can,  and 
frankly  at  present  I  am  disturbed  and  frustrated  by  the  un- 
economic condition  in  which  I  find  the  professional  in- 
gredient of  my  livelihood  and  the  prospect  that  the  future 
of  the  commercial  ingredient  is,  to  say  the  least,  uncertain 
and  increasingly  difficult  to  maintain. 

Heavy  Weather 

Chemist  contractors  are  experiencing  heavy  weather  for 
their  effort  to  extract  a  professional  fee  and  a  fair  oncost 
from  their  customer  The  Minister  of  Health.  It  appears 
that  that  astute  gentleman  attempts,  not  unsuccessfully,  to 
make  rings  round  our  present  "  negotiators,"  who  have 
promised  for  their  part  to  report  again  next  October.  In 
the  centre  of  our  commercial  "  front "  it  is  commonly  said 
that  the  P.A.T.A.  is  "  in  tatters  "  and  may  soon  be  a  com- 
plete "  write-off  "  in  certain  foreseeable  and  likely  political 
circumstances.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society's  annual  meet- 
ing has  instructed  its  Council  to  find  means  of  improving 
pharmacists'  remuneration  by  negotiating  with  the  Minister 
of  Health.  That  must  mean  direct  representation  of  the 
Society  on  the  Contractors'  Committee.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society  is  shortly,  to  report  upon  its  deliberations  in  respect 
of  a  professional  fee.  Through  all  our  vocational  organisa- 
tions there  is  one  common  factor,  and  only  one:  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Great  Britain,  of  which  we  are  all 
members  by  one  examination.  Our  other  organisations  each 
have  certain  vested  interests,  which  may  clash  with  one 
another.  It  therefore  seems  proper  and  logical  that  the 
Society  should  evaluate  a  professional  fee  for  pharmacists. 

It  was  disturbing,  to  say  the  least,  to  hear  the  tone  in 
which  Mr.  Moss  (chairman  of  the  Chemist  Contractors' 
Committee)  read  his  statement  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee representatives  on  May  30.  He  seemed  to  me  deeply 
to  resent  any  suggestion  of  any  alterations  in  the  com- 
position of  his  Committee,  in  which  apparently  he  can  find 
no  fault.  But  just  look  where  they  have  brought  us  since 
1946  ?  Even  Mr.  Wright,  in  an  aside,  admitted  that  a  mis- 
take might  have  been  made  at  the  beginning  in  not  in- 
sisting on  an  arbitration  clause  in  the  contract.  And  see 
how  long  it  has  taken  the  Committee  to  recognise  the  im- 
portance of  receiving  a  professional  fee  for  our  services! 

On  the  next  day  the  Conference  of  N.P.U.  Branch  dele- 
gates did  little  to  reassure  me  of  the  wisdom  of  the  Union's 
Executive  Committee.  The  newcomers  to  the  Committee 
were  welcomed  and  introduced  to  the  Conference,  but  it 
was  obvious  that  the  chairman  was  really  in  deep  mourning 
for  the  fallen  giants  whom  they,  by  the  normal  democratic 
process,  had  cast  out  of  the  Executive.  Will  other  heads 
have  to  fall  before  the  Executive  Committee  adjusts  its 
point  of  view  to  reflect  the  modern  and  revolutionary 
temperature  of  opinion  among  N.P.U.  members  ?  The 
sentiments  expressed  by  Mr.  Moss  to  the  representatives 
may  have  reflected  the  Executive  Committee's  feelings,  but 
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I  believe  the  N.P.U.  membership  would  not  wish  to  engage 
in  any  N.P.U./P.S.G.B.  rivalries.  At  membership  level  both 
organisations  resolve  themselves  into  the  same  persons. 
Realising,  through  all  my  pharmaceutical  life,  the  value 
and  purposes  of  both  bodies,  I  am  quite  sure,  like  the 
majority  of  members,  that  Mr.  Adams  was  right  when  he 
asked  the  members  of  the  Society  to  decide  what  they  want 
done.  I  am  sure  also  that  Mr.  Wright  should  address  the 
same  demand  to  Union  members.  There  is  plenty  of  scope 
for  joint  branch  meetings  up  and  down  the  country. 

Fees  and  Oncosts 

It  is  clear  the  Society  is  best  placed  to  decide  on  the  facts 
and  figures  of  the  professional  fee.  It  is  equally  clear  that 
the  N.P.U.  should  be  the  authority  on  oncost  and  the 
remaining  ingredients  of  dispensing  costs.  This,  surely, 
means  that  both  bodies  should  be  represented  on  the  Con- 
tractors' Committee,  and  that  both  groups  of  representa- 
tives should  work  closely  together.  It  could  never  suffice 
for  our  purpose  that  Mr.  Adams  "  sits  in,"  and  that  the 
N.P.U.  representatives  are  all  members  of  the  Society  any- 
way. All  this  apart,  it  was  more  stimulating  to  review  the 
excellent  business  services  of  the  Union,  which  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  its  forethought  and  action  on  our  behalf 
on  our  commercial  front.  The  grocers,  and  other  competi- 
tors, Boots  and  Woolworths,  are  meeting  the  envisaged 
dangers  of  price  cutting  by  producing  and  selling  what  are 
called  "  retailer  brands  "  corresponding  to  the  goods  that 
are,  or  may  be,  price  cut  and  are  universally  distributed. 
Those  brands  they  themselves  control.  The  N.P.U.  warns 
us  that  the  private  chemist  needs  his  own  N.P.U.  brand 
of  packed  drugs  and  sponsored  products. 

A  great  deal  of  work  must  be  done  and  quickly.  These 
items  must  be  produced,  and  their  prices  must  be  com- 
petitive with  the  goods  of  Boots  and  Woolworths.  Nation- 
ally displayed  on  chemists'  counters,  and  nationally  recom- 
mended by  N.P.U.  members,  those  lines  will  not  need  more 
national  advertising.  The  chemist  will  be  his  own  best 
friend.  There  is  a  great  opportunity  here  for  the  business 
men  of  the  N.P.U.  to  produce  for  us  the  goods  we  want 
at  the  prices  we  must  have.  Retail  prices  should  be  printed 
on  all  items.  Chemists  who  want  to  continue  their  own 
products  at  their  own  prices  will,  of  course,  do  so  but  the 
N.P.U.  can  be  our  mainstay  in  the  price  and  distribution 
storm  that  is  expected.  The  N.P.U.  could  put  us  on  level 
terms  with  the  multiples.  That  is  a  revolutionary  idea! 

An  Invasion  of  Revolutionary  Ideas 

So  with  the  Society  fixing  a  professional  fee  and  sending 
representatives  into  the  Contractors'  Committee,  and  the 
N.P.U.  producing  our  own  retailer  brand  of  goods  that 
could  fortify  us  against  loss  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  we  have 
revolutionary  ideas  invading  all  the  pharmaceutical  or- 
ganisations. So  it  is  only  natural  that  those  who  have  for  so 
long  enjoyed  peaceful  rule  should  at  first  resent  the  fresh 
air  that  is  blowing  round  the  Squares.  The  important  thing 
a  time  to  resolve  our  old  passive  defence  into  a  spirited 
is  for  us  all  to  realise  that  the  tide  is  up,  and  that  this  is 
attack  on  our  problems.  We  have  the  tools,  and  we  must 
do  the  job.  Our  old  ways  and  shops  may  have  to  change, 
but  if  we  devote  ourselves  to  our  struggle  with  determina- 
tion pharmacy  will  come  much  the  stronger  out  of  our 
present  frustrations.

THE  TOADSTOOL  MILLIONAIRES 


A  Social  History  of  Patent  Medicines  in  America  before 
Federal  Regulation 

JAMES  HARVEY  YOUNG,  Princeton  University  Press. 
London:  Oxford  University  Press.  8i  x  Si  in.  Pp. 
382.  48s. 

HOW  many  thousands  of  years  have  elapsed  since 
mankind  first  dosed  itself  from  nature's  medicine 
it  is  impossible  to  guess,  but  the  assumption  is  safe 
that  within  a  week  or  two  of  that  momentous  event  the 
adventurous  pioneer  was  extolling  the  virtues  of  the  witches' 
brew  and  recommending  its  use  to  all  and  sundry.  To 
assume  that  his  ailing  friend  had  precisely  the  same  wide 
spectrum  of  symptoms  as  had  induced  the  first  patient  to 
experiment  with  himself  is  also  reasonably  safe.  At  that 
early  stage  in  the  development  of  man  the  likelihood  is 
that  the  only  thought  in  the  mind  of  the  originator  was  to 
do  good  to  his  fellows.  At  a  much  more  highly  developed 
stage  of  man's  social  evolution  it  would  have  occurred  to 
some  enterprising  benefactor  of  the  human  race  that  he 
could  combine  his  benefaction  with  a  little  material  benefit 
to  himself.  Readers  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Annual 
Special  Issues  will  recall  with  pleasure  two  historical 
articles  of  the  utmost  importance  dealing  with  the  patent 
medicine  business  in  the  United  States  of  America,  and  if 
ever  any  facet  of  man's  activity  warranted  the  appellation 
"  big  business,"  it  was  that  section  of  the  national  economy 
devoted  at  that  stage  of  the  country's  history  to  exploiting 
the  gullibility  of  the  sick.  It  would  be  wrong  to  imagine 
that  the  patent  medicine  was  either  discovered  or  invented 
in  the  United  States.  Indeed,  the  earliest  "  American " 
medicines  of  the  kind  were  imported  from  this  country, 
for  it  was  to  be  expected  that  a  new  community,  in  new 
surroundings,  would  cling  to  habits  that  were  well  estab- 
lished in  the  country  of  its  origin.  The  thought  that  Daffy's 
elixir,  Hooper's  pills  and  Bateman's  drops  were  available 
at  the  Sign  of  Galen's  Head,  opposite  the  Three  Cranes 
and  near  the  Ferry  in  the  town  of  Boston,  Mass.,  must  have 
brought  considerable  solace  to  strangers  in  a  strange  land. 

Quick  to  Learn 

But  just  as  surely  as  internal  dissensions  can  change  the 
Government  of  a  country,  so  can  the  coming  of  indepen- 
dence change  a  well  established  pattern.  The  Boston  Tea 
iParty  closed  some  profitable  doors  through  which  Britain's 
Ipatent  medicines  had  entered  the  north  American  Continent, 
I  only  to  open  new  portals  to  those  in  that  vast  territory 
(who  had  an  eye  to  the  main  chance.  On  the  part  of  those 
who  filled  the  vacuum — for  that,  to  begin  with,  was  all  they 
did — there  appears  to  have  been  a  surprising  lack  of  imag- 
ination and  enterprise.  They  concentrated  their  energies 
on  imitations  under  the  well  known  names,  and  it  was 
some  time  before  the  first  truly  American  medicine  made 
its  bow.    Not  for  the  first  time  the  pupil  then  proved 
quickly  greater  than  the  master,  and  in  the  course  of  the 
nineteenth  century  not  a  single  trick  was  left  unused.  No 
heights  were  too  high,  no  depths  too  low,  for  the  manu- 
facturers to  exploit,  especially  when  the  newspapers  ex- 
tended their  horizons.  The  developments  of  that  period 
are  described  by  the  author  with  a  wealth  of  detail  and 
a  complete  mastery  of  his  subject,  and  the  book  is  the  more 
remarkable  for  being  written  in  a  lucid  and  entertaining 
style  that  has  to  be  read  slowly  to  be  savoured  as  it  de- 
serves. It  is  factual,  pungent,  entertaining  and  historically 
accurate.  Let  the  author  speak  for  himself : 

"  Healy  and  Bigelow  .  .  .  along  with  '  Nevada  Ned  ' 
Oliver,  formed  the  Kickapoo  Medicine  Company  to  vend  a 
remedy  called  Kickapoo  Indian  Sagwa.  The  original  Sagwa, 
according  to  a  legend  in  the  business,  was  made  of  aloes  and 
,  stale  beer.  Whatever  it  may  have  been,  the  formula  through 
time  did  not  stray  far  from  herbs  and  alcohol.  It  was  not  the 
constituents  but  the  promotion  that  brought  the  tonic  fame. 
Healy  and  Bigelow  began  hiring  Indians  by  the  hundreds— 
i   none  of  them  Kickapoo — to  put  on  a  show." 

The  show  travelled  with  Indians  and  a  "  scout "  (Nevada 
Ned),  wearing  long  hair  and  buckskins,  and  was  designed 
to  convey  to  the  audience  the  dramatic  origin  of  the  remedy. 
As  the  moment  of  sale  approached,  the  Indians  beat  their 
!  tom-toms  and  broke  into  wild  war  whoops.  The  situation 


is  one  to  make  the  efforts  of  Jefferson  Peters,  that  larger- 
than-life  creation  of  the  immortal  O.  Henry,  look  pale  and 
unimaginative.    Again : 

The  list  of  alien  areas  with  which  nostrums  have  been 
christened  reads  like  a  gazeteer.  The  hardy  soul  could  dose 
himself  around  the  world.  What  combination  of  diseases, 
howsoever  dire,  could  hold  out  against  such  an  international 
therapeutic  arsenal  as  Bragg's  Arctic  liniment,  Hayne's 
Arabian  balsam,  Bavarian  malt  extract,  Brazilian  bitters,  Car- 
pathian bitters,  Castillian  bitters,  Crimean  bitters,  Kennedy's 
East  India  bitters,  Hoofland's  German  tonic,  Good  Hope 
bitters,  Hoofland's  Greek  oil,  Buchan's  Hungarian  balsam, 
Wyncoop's  Iceland  pectoral,  Osgood's  Indian  Cholagogue, 
Mecca  compound,  Peruvian  syrup,  Persian  balm,  Roman  eye 
balsam,  Redding's  Russian  salve,  South  American  fever  and 
Ague  remedy,  Jayne's  Spanish  alterative.  Hart's  Swedish 
asthma  medicine,  Tobias'  Venetian  liniment,  and  Westphalia 
stomach  bitters." 
What  indeed! 

The  author  traces  the  gradual  awakening  of  the  American 
conscience  and  the  tremendous  fight  against  vested  interests 
to  introduce  legislation  to  curb  the  wilder  extravagances  of 
the  vendors  and  manufacturers.  And  the  fight  is  not  yet 
finished.  It  comes  as  a  shock  to  learn  that  there  are  at 
present  around  4,000  cancer  "  quacks  "  in  the  United  States, 
and  that  it  has  been  found  necessary  to  institute  national 
warning  campaigns.  It  appears  that  the  Government  does 
not  have  the  power  to  stop  a  clinic  in  any  State  from  treat- 
ing cancer  patients  within  that  State,  and,  according  to  the 
author,  millions  of  copies  of  false  promotional  literature 
are  still  in  circulation,  "  much  of  it  reporting  cures  of 
persons  now  dead."  That  it  should  be  possible,  as  late  as 
1960,  to  treat  cancer  in  special  "clinics"  with  such  things 
as  red  clover  blossoms,  pepsin,  burdock,  liquorice  and 
potassium  iodide,  seems  unexpected  in  a  country  that  has 
contributed  so  much  to  genuine  medical  and  pharmaceutical 
research.  So  long  as  there  are  gullible  people — and  that 
seems  to  be  a  perpetual  condition — just  so  long  will  it  be 
possible  for  the  unscrupulous  to  exploit  man's  instinctive 
fear  of  the  unknown,  to  the  enrichment  of  the  manufacturer 
and  the  impoverishment  of  his  victim.  It  may  be  that  a 
country  that  has  so  resolutely  opposed  the  introduction  of  a 
National  Health  Service  is  more  fertile  soil  than  our  own 
for  the  sowing  of  such  seed,  yet  it  would  be  wrong  to 
suggest  that  it  is  no  longer  possible  to  sell  "  patent "  medi- 
cines in  Great  Britain.  Human  fear  feeds  human  gullibility.

100    YEARS  AGO 

CURIOSITIES  OF  LEECH  CULTURE 

From  the  C.  &  D.,  June  14,  1862 
Many  of  those  who  have  assiduously  cultivated  the  leech 
have  amassed  handsome  fortunes,  the  trade  being  very 
remunerative.  A  prosperous  merchant,  away  in  some  far  dis- 
trict of  Poland  or  Wallachia,  will  keep  some  two  or  three 
hundred  of  the  inhabitants  of  his  district  in  full  employment 
collecting  for  him,  paying  them  on  the  best  of  all  plans, 
according  to  their  labour — viz.,  so  much  a  dozen,  according 
to  the  age  and  quality  of  the  leeches  which  they  bring  to 
the  depot.  The  animals  must  be  all  gathered  before  the  heat 
of  the  day  sets  in,  and  at  once  carried  home  to  the  capa- 
cious reservoirs  provided  for  their  reception,  where  they 
are  at  once  counted  and  paid  for.  Packed  in  clay  or  in  bags, 
they  are  at  certain  seasons  dispatched  by  fleet  conveyances 
to  Marseilles,  or  direct  to  Paris,  change  of  horses  on  the 
way  being  insured,  when  necessary,  by  liberal  payments. 
The  mode  of  packing  leeches  for  transport  is  much  the  same 
in  most  of  the  breeding  districts.  Some  are  placed  in  boxes 
— first  a  layer  of  moist  white  clay,  then  a  layer  of  the  little 
animals,  and  so  on  till  the  chest  is  full.  Some  of  the  mer- 
chants pack  the  leeches  in  bags  as  soon  as  they  are  taken  out 
of  the  marshes.  Each  of  these  bags  contains  about  sixteen 
pounds  weight,  and  it  is  necessary  that  they  should  be  hung 
up  for  a  period  till  the  water  is  all  drained  out  of  them,  and 
then  the  animal  rolls  itself  up  into  a  kind  of  ball  and  lies  in 
a  semi-torpid  state  till  it  is  revived.  .  .  .

decent    Developments   in    the   Sterilisation    of  Surgical 
Materials 

Pharmaceutical  Press,  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  London, 
W.C.I.  9  X  6  in.  Pp.  xi  +  228  +  index.  30s. 
Ihe  publication  is  a  report  of  the  symposium  organised  by 
he  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Department  of  Pharmaceutical 
Sciences  and  Smith  &  Nephew  Research,  Ltd.,  in  London, 
\pril  11-13,  1961.  As  we  commented  at  the  time  (C.  &  D., 
\pril  22,  p.  407),  the  venture  was  imaginative  and  timely 
ind  its  success  has  been  generally  acknowledged.  In  the 
varied  viewpoints,  and  the  authority  of  their  presentation,  in 
the  originality  of  the  papers,  and  in  the  liveliness  of  the 
discussions,  the  symposium  proved  a  model  of  its  kind. 
Thermal,  gaseous  and  radiation  methods  of  sterilisation  were 
reviewed  and  evaluated,  and  sterile  supply  services  in  hos- 
pitals and  industry,  the  use  of  packaging  papers  as  bacterial 
barriers,  and  the  methods,  interpretation  and  criteria  of  tests 
for  sterility  were  also  considered.  This  volume  contains  an 
abundance  of  up-to-date  information  (much  of  it  available 
only  with  difficulty,  if  at  all,  elsewhere). 

The  Simple  Life 

david  merlin.  Elek  Books,  Great  James  Street,  Lon- 
don, W.C.I.  1\  x  5  in.  Pp.  192.  16s. 
Badly  titled,  this  book  is  an  extremely  entertaining  satirical 
caricature  of  the  running  of  a  pharmaceutical  manufactur- 
ing concern,  British  subsidiary  of  a  U.S.  parent  company. 
The  "  hero,"  taken  on  without  experience  and  straight  from 
university  as  an  assistant  export  manager,  is  given  an  early, 
if  unlikely,  opportunity  for  rapid  advancement  by  being 
chosen  to  shenherd  around  Paris  the  company's  American 
chief  and  his  family,  which  he  does  with  surprising  expertise 
for  one  so  naive  about  the  world  of  business,  but  is  never- 


theless frustrated  of  success  by  a  chain  of  circumstances 
outside  his  control,  is  fired,  and  refuses  to  yield  to  a  per- 
suasive offer  of  re-engagement  by  the  managing  director  of 
the  English  subsidiary,  preferring  to  strike  out  on  his  own 
in  the  advertising  agency  business.  That  may  provide  the 
subject  matter  for  a  new  story,  for  his  understanding  of 
the  seamy  side  of  human  nature,  if  not  of  the  technicalities  of 
the  craft,  will  obviously  carry  him  through  to  success.  The 
truth  (or  otherwise)  to  life  of  the  story  may  fairly  be  judged 
on  a  quotation  describing  the  company  he  works  for:  — 
"  We  are  what  is  called  an  ethical  pharmaceutical  company. 
This  is  no  reference  to  our  morality,  which  is  of  course  uni- 
formly low;  it  simply  means  that  in  this  country  we  do  not 
advertise  to  the  public,  but  only  direct  to  doctors.  This  in  turn  is 
entirely  for  commercial  reasons,  because  it  allows  our  drugs  to 
be  prescribed  under  the  National  Health  Service — and  the 
latter  is  for  us  one  of  the  greatest  money-spinning  inventions 
since  the  golden-egg-laying  goose  went  out  of  production. 
Apart  from  the  home  market,  we  manage  the  American  busi- 
ness in  the  countries  that  used  to  make  up  the  British  Empire 
and  also  in  some  European  countries  where  we  are  slightly  less 
unwelcome  than  the  Americans.  France,  for  instance.  In  certain 
other  countries  we  can  and  do  advertise  the  products  to  the 
man  in  the  street,  and  ..."

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Aspects  of  Photochemistry 

LECTURE  TO  SCOTTISH  DEPARTMENT  MEMBERS 


DR.  W.  D.  Williams  (lecturer  in  the 
department  of  pharmacy,  Royal  College 
of  Science  and  Technology,  Glasgow), 
gave  an  address  on  "  Aspects  of  Photo- 
chemistry "  at  an  evening  meeting  of 
the  Scottish  Department  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  of  Edinburgh  earlier 
in  the  year,  Mr.  W.  Bain  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams  suggested  that  high- 
energy  radiation  such  as  gamma-  and 
x-rays  had  become  of  considerable  im- 
portance with  the  advent  of  atomic 
energy  and  radio-isotopes,  and  radi- 
ation chemistry  was  arousing  interest 
because  it  might  help  understand 
the  effects  of  radiation  on  living 
cells.  With  high-energy  radiation 
the  relative  simplicity  of  photochem- 
istry was  lost,  however,  because 
disruption  of  molecules  was  likely  to  be 
considerable,  and  because  such  radiation 
covered,  of  necessity,  a  range  of  ener- 
gies. Its  potential  value  to  pharmacy 
might  lie  in  the  conversion  of  cheap 
natural  products  to  expensive  medicinal 
compounds  and  in  sterilisation.  As  an 
example,  ultra-violet  light  had  already 
proved  itself  both  in  the  sterilisation  of 
water  and  in  the  preparation  of  calci- 
ferol. 

There  were  many  ready  examples  of 
the  influence  of  light  on  living  things — 
photosynthesis,  the  growth  of  plants, 
vision  and  the  more  personal  factor  of 
colour  preference.  The  latter  was  far 
more  subtle  than  a  straightforward 
chemical  reaction,  involving,  as  it  did, 
psychological  and  emotional  changes. 

Absorption  of  energy  in  the  ultra- 
violet and  visible  regions  of  the  spec- 
trum corresponded  to  well  defined 
transitions  between  the  ground  and  ex- 
cited states  of  molecules.  The  radiation 
that  caused  the  transition  might  be  con- 
sidered as  quanta  or  photons,  each  pho- 
ton corresponding  to  a  particular 
energy,  and  the  shorter  the  wave-length 
of  the  radiation,  the  greater  the  energy. 
To  be  absorbed,  the  energy  of  the  pho- 
ton had  to  be  the  same  as  the  difference 
in  energy  between  the  ground  and  ex- 
cited states  of  the  molecule.  The  life- 
time of  the  excited  molecule  was  short 
and  absorbed  energy  was  quickly  lost, 
for  example  by  chemical  changes,  by 
conversion  to  heat,  or  by  re-emission 
as  fluorescence.  Some  thermal  reactions 
were  also  of  importance  (as  in  the  ac- 
cepted scheme  for  the  transformation 
of  ergosterol  to  calciferol,  which  in- 
volved a  thermal  rearrangement  of  pre- 
calciferol). 

Photosensitisation 

It  was  generally  true  that  infra-red 
radiation  did  not  cause  chemical 
changes,  and  that  red  and  orange  rays 
were  fairly  safe  for  chemicals,  but  one 
aspect  of  photochemistry  had  always  to 
be  considered,  namely  photosensitisa- 
tion. It  was  well  known  that  photo- 
graphic plates  could  be  sensitised  to 
red  and  infra-red  rays  by  treatment 
with  certain  dyes  such  as  the  cyanine 
dyes.  Small  amounts  of  impurities 
might  act  as  catalysts  in  decomposition. 
For  example,  folic  acid  in  the  presence 


of  riboflavine  was  preferentially  de- 
composed even  when  the  preparation 
was  stored  in  amber-coloured  bottles. 
The  reaction  was  one  of  photoreduction 
of  riboflavine  at  the  expense  of  folic 
acid.  A  similar  effect  had  been  noted 
with  riboflavine  incorporated  in  a  mix- 
ture of  vitamins  B  and  ascorbic  acid. 
In  the  dry  state,  in  vacuo,  exposure  to 
sunlight  caused  decolorisation  of  the 
powder,  but  subsequent  storage  in  the 
dark  was  followed  by  restoration  of  the 
colour.  Hence  the  oxygen  in  that  in- 
stance was  supplied  by  the  system  itself. 
Inhibitors  might  be  the  solution  to  that 
part  of  a  problem  in  which  light-cata- 
lysed oxidation  occurred,  and  it  was 
fortunate  that  many  of  the  oils  and  fats 
used  in  pharmacy  appeared  to  contain 
such  substances.  The  induction  period 
in  the  development  of  rancidity  in  oils 
could  be  accounted  for  by  the  presence 
of  inhibitors.  Deterioration  of  oils  was, 
however,  complicated  by  several  other 
factors  (moisture,  air,  trace  metals). 

Photosensitisation  could  be  put  to 
good  use  on  the  preparative  scale.  Eosin 
was  a  common  sensitiser  for  the  photo- 
peroxidation  of  steroids  and  was  used 
in  the  preparation  of  carene  hydroper- 
oxide. A  number  of  dyes  had  been 
examined  and  classified  into  two  groups. 
The  first  was  able  to  sensitise  photo- 
oxidation  within  five  minutes'  exposure 
to  light;  the  second  showed  no  sensitis- 
ation  within  twenty  minutes,  indicating 
that  only  dyes  capable  of  being  reduced 
could  act  as  sensitisers  in  the  particular 
reaction  being  studied. 

Photo-oxidation 

An  important  reaction  for  the  phar- 
macist was  the  addition  of  oxygen  to 
double-bond  systems.  Hydroperoxides 
could  be  formed  readily  with  unsatura- 
ted fatty-acid  esters  and  further  chemi- 
cal decomposition  to  the  side  products 
associated  with  rancidity.  Chlorproma- 
zine  hydrochloride  deteriorated  rapidly 
when  aqueous  solutions  were  exposed 
to  light,  oxygen  uptake  having  been  de- 
monstrated. That  was  of  interest  in 
showing  the  light  dependence  of  the  re- 
action and  the  absence  of  any  dark 
reaction  such  as  would  result  from  the 
formation  of  a  positive  catalyst. 

Direct  addition  of  oxygen  across  con- 
jugated double-bond  systems  was  pos- 
sible and  sensitisers  played  an  important 
part.  A  typical  reaction  was  the  forma- 
tion of  ascaridole  from  o-terpinene. 
Oxygen  was  not  necessarily  involved 
in  photo-oxidations.  An  example  was 
the  oxidation  of  ferrous  ions  to  the 
ferric  state  on  exposure  to  light  in  the 
presence  of  methylene  blue  and  acid. 
Excitation  of  methylene  blue  was  fol- 
lowed by  the  capture  of  an  electron  as 
the  excited  molecule  collided  with  a  fer- 
rous ion.  The  dye  was  therefore  re- 
duced. 

Pharmaceutical  chemicals  capable  of 
undergoing  dimerisation  were  a,  /?-un- 
saturated  ketones  and  acids,  and  qui- 
nones.  Many  substances  formed 
dimers  readily  on  exposure  to  light  in 
solvent  systems.  Typical  examples  of 


light-induced  changes  were  those  shownl 
by  cinnamic  acid  and  menaphthonel 
Photo-reactions  in  aqueous  solution! 
had  been  studied.  The  results  differed! 
when  frozen  solutions  instead  of  liquid! 
ones  were  irradiated.  The  presence  ofl 
small  amounts  of  organic  solvent  inl 
the  frozen  solution  also  influenced  the 
products  obtained. 

Isomerisation 

Solutions  of  reserpine  in  ampoules 
containing  entrapped  air  underwent  de- 
gradation to  3-dehydroreserpine  to  an 
extent  depending  upon  the  amount  of 
oxygen  present.  Substituents  and  their 
position  in  the  molecule  could  play  a 
significant  part  in  conferring  light  sensi- 
tivity on  a  substance. 

The  large  number  of  chemical  reac- 
tions initiated  by  light  gave  cause  for 
concern  .in  the  preservation  of  chemi- 
cals but,  said  the  speaker,  their  diver- 
sity augured  well  for  their  use  in  syn- 
thetical chemistry.  More  modern  text- 
books were  needed  to  incorporate  the 
many  new  reactions  and  their  interpre- 
tation in  the  light  of  modern  theories. 

The  preparation  of  rare  and  expen- 
sive pharmaceutical  chemicals  was  pos- 
sible with  ultra-violet  radiation.  One 
approach  to  the  problem  was  to  confer 
sensitivity  to  light  on  a  molecule  by  the 
introduction  of  certain  groups.  Photo- 
activation  then  caused  bond  fission  and 
led  to  radicals  with  greater  energy  than 
thermally  generated  ones. 

In  photochemistry,  as  in  the  develop- 
ment of  other  studies,  "  rules  "  to  assist 
in  the  interpretation  of  reactions  were 
beginning  to  appear.  Advances  of  that 
type  were  closely  connected  with  the 
development  of  theoretical  studies  in 
the  absorption  of  ultra-violet  light  and 
in  reactive  mechanisms. 

Among  aspects  of  marked  importance 
in  the  life  of  man  were  photochemical 
reactions  in  the  skin.  The  second  aspect 
was  related  to  the  problem  of  the  rapid 
increase  in  world  population  and  food 
demand.  Photochemical  reactions  to 
convert  nitrogen  via  solar  energy  to 
plant  foods,  either  directly  or  indirectly, 
might  be  of  tremendous  value. 

Professor  J.  B.  Stenlake,  Glasgow, 
said  that,  in  considering  the  stability 
of  pharmaceutical  substances,  and  of 
colourless  substances  not  absorbing 
visible  light,  photosensitisation  had  to 
be  taken  into  account.  He  asked 
whether  other  substances  could  act  in 
that  way.  Dr.  Williams  said  bromine 
was  such  a  sensitiser.  If  the  substance 
was  reduceable  and  fluorescent,  it 
seemed  to  act  as  a  photosensitiser. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Myers,  Edinburgh,  asked 
what  was  the  best  method  of  prevent- 
ing photosensitivity  in  drugs.  The  reply 
was  that  only  storing  in  the  dark  would 
give  complete  protection.  Mr.  Myers 
also  asked  for  information  on  filters 
against  light  causing  dermatitis  of  the 
skin,  and  Dr.  Williams  said  that 
screening  compounds  such  as  cinnamic- 
aldehyde  were  good  for  absorbing  light 
rays  and  ,  quinones  as  screening  agents 
to  absorb  radiation. 
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Life  History  of  a  New  Medicine 

FRANCO-BRITISH  COMMISSION  LECTURE 


ADDRESSING  pharmacists  and  phar- 
laceutical  students  at  Bristol,  Cardiff 
nd  Portsmouth  recently  on  the  "  Life 
listory  of  a  New  Medicine,"  as  guest 
ecturer  in  Britain  under  the  auspices 
>f  the  Franco-British  Pharmaceutical 
Commission,  M.  Paul  Litton  said  that 
n  1941  a  new  law  required  a  visa  from 
he  (French)  Ministry  of  Health  for 
svery  proprietary  medicine.  The  law 
ipecified  that  no  proprietary  preparation 
night  be  distributed  unless  accom- 
janied  by  printed  information  and  pub- 
icity  material.  A  visa  was  granted  to 
lew  pharmaceutical  preparations  only 
ifter  a  Technical  Commission  had 
issured  itself  that  the  product  was  new, 
vas  of  therapeutical  value,  and  did  not 
sndanger  the  moral  and  physical  health 
>f  the  population.  Once  a  preparation 
lad  received  its  visa  it  was  guaranteed 
igainst  all  imitations  for  six  years.  The 
/isa  became  the  property  of  the  chem- 
st  or  company  that  had  produced  the 
preparation.  It  could  be  made  over  to 
mother  chemist  or  company.  The  pre- 
sent Government  had  modified  the  rules 
)y  an  order  published  in  1959.  The 
uodifications  were  aimed  at  protecting 
public  health  by  ensuring  that  no  medi- 
cine was  sold  before  it  had  undergone 
sufficient  tests.  To  reduce  the  number 
jf  pharmaceutical  preparations  on  the 
narket  it  had  been  necessary  to  modify 
he  visa  system.  To  protect  the  rights 
)f  the  inventor  a  special  patent  for 
nedicines  had  been  instituted. 

?ewer  Makers  Today 

In  1950  manufacturers  listed  as  mem- 
jers  of  the  Chambre  Syndicate  Nation- 
ile  des  Fabricants  de  Produits  Pharma- 
;eutiques  numbered  about  2,000.  At  the 
:ensus  of  March  31,  1960,  there  were 
>nly  1,194  such  firms,  of  which  541 
vere  linked  with  a  pharmacy  and  643 
were  independent.  In  the  normal  order 
}f  research,  it  was  usually  necessary  to 
prepare,  within  one  and  the  same  series, 
t  number  of  analogous  substances.  Once 
i  substance  had  been  prepared,  its  ele- 
nents  and  its  exact  composition  had  to 
3e  established,  its  physical  and  chemi- 
cal characteristics  determined.  The 
pharmacologists  and  toxicologists  were 
then  required  to  determine  its  acute  and 
chronic  toxicities.  The  next  step  was  to 
ietermine  the  pharmacological  effect  of 
lie  substance,  whether  on  isolated  ani- 
nal  organs  or  on  the  animal  as  a 
whole.  A  high  proportion  of  substances 
were  eliminated  in  the  course  of  the 
toxicological  and  pharmacological 
studies.  When  it  was  possible  to  con- 
:emplate  submitting  it  to  clinical  tests, 
i  new  problem  arose :  that  of  produc- 
ng  it  in  pharmaceutical  form,  and  of 
submitting  it  to  the  analytical  controls 
mposed  on  all  prepared  medicines. 
Once  the  method  of  administration  was 
chosen  it  had  to  be  checked  that  the 
jxcipients  used  had  no  undesirable 
secondary  effects,  such  as  allergy  reac- 
tions, or  localised  irritant  effects.  The 
keeping  properties  of  the  preparation 
lad  also  to  be  determined. 

M.  Litton  explained  the  French  legal 
formalities  necessary  to  ratify  the  birth 


of  a  new  drug.  The  new  brevet  special 
de  medicament  was  issued  for  any  pro- 
duct, substance  or  compound  presented 
for  the  first  time,  and  claiming  to  have 
in  the  field  of  human  therapy  curative, 
preventative  or  dietetic  properties,  or 
properties  rendering  it  suitable  for  ad- 
ministration to  human  beings  for  pur- 
poses of  medical  diagnosis.  The  new 
patent  had  revolutionised  the  basis  of 
the  French  pharmaceutical  industry 
which,  since  1844  had  been  based  on 
the  fact  that  medicines  could  not  be 
patented.  Undoubtedly,  however,  the 
system  was  the  only  one  that  provided 
adequate  safeguards  for  the  inventor, 
and  which  could  stimulate  research. 

The  patent  conferred  exclusive  rights 
of  production  and  sale  for  a  definite 
length  of  time.  In  1960,  under  the  new 
procedure  237  visas  had  been  applied 


SOME  of  the  difficulties  of  buying  raw 
materials — at  times  three  years  ahead  of 
the  materials  becoming  available — were 
outlined  by  Mr.  L.  J.  Donnithorne, 
M.P.S.  (manager  of  the  buying  division, 
Wellcome  Foundation,  Ltd.),  in  an  ad- 
dress to  chemical  buyers  on  May  17 
(one  of  four  to  be  given  to  the  first 
meeting  of  a  new  industrial  section  (see 
C.  &  D.,  April  21,  p.  416)  of  the  Pur- 
chasing Officers'  Association. 

Looking  Well  Ahead 

As  an  extreme  case  of  long-term  plan- 
ning Mr.  Donnithorne  cited  an  order 
in  1961  for  a  strain  of  botanical  seed  to 
be  grown  in  Canada  so  as  to  enable  the 
grower  to  allocate  ground  for  the  plant- 
ing of  seed  in  April  or  May  of  the 
present  year.  Seed  collected  this  autumn 
would  be  used  to  produce  plants  needed 
in  1963,  the  leaves  would  be  dried 
under  controlled  conditions,  and 
shipped  in  November  and  December 
1963.  Production  would  start  in  1964 
and  the  first  bulk  drug  would  be  avail- 
able in  April  or  May  1964.  The  drug 
had  then  to  be  biologically  tested,  prior 
to  compression  and  packing  for  distri- 
bution, so  that  bulk  supplies  would  not 
be  available  until  late  1964  or  early 
1965.  That  meant  that  sales  units  had  to 
forecast  their  requirements  three  years 
ahead.  In  a  poor  growing  season,  in- 
stead of  100  tons  one  might  end  up  with 
only  50  or  60  tons;  a  good  year  might 
bring  200  tons.  Experiments  were  being 
conducted  to  grow  some  crops  in  the 
Southern  Hemisphere  to  reduce  the 
waiting  period  if  there  were  a  crop 
failure  in  Europe.  The  amount  of  pan- 
creas gland  for  producing  insulin  varied 
between  80,000  and  120,000  glands  a 
week,  which  greatly  exceeded  the  num- 
ber of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  Uni- 
ted Kingdom.  Annual  contracts,  there- 
fore, had  to  be  made  in  the  Argentine, 
Uraguay,  Brazil,  Mexico,  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  Canada,  and  the  United 
States.  Speaking  on  "  Buying  Chemicals 
in  Europe,"  Mr.  C.  F.  Huebner  (British 
Oxygen  Co.,  Ltd.),  said  that  one  present 


for,  of  which  158  had  been  granted, 
and  twenty-one  refused.  185  visas  had 
been  annulled  and  seventy-two  sales 
permits  issued.  In  England  in  1960,  160 
new  proprietary  medicines  prepared  by 
seventy-eight  manufacturers  had  been 
put  on  the  market. 

Economic  factors  were  also  impor- 
tant. Expensive  prescriptions  were  un- 
popular with  the  patients,  and  doctors 
often  avoided  recommending  them. 
Successive  governments  had  instituted 
price  controls.  For  new  drugs  they  had 
instituted  a  "  price  framework  "  and  old 
drugs  had  frozen  prices. 

In  France,  hand-outs  advertising 
drugs  were  subject  to  control  exercised 
by  a  special  commission  of  the  Minis- 
try of  National  Health,  which  left  the 
advertising  agents  little  scope  for  imagi- 
native presentation  of  their  wares. 


aspect  of  purchasing  chemicals  from 
abroad  was  that  chemicals  attracted  a 
33|  per  cent.  duty.  "  I  have  a  horrible 
feeling  that  a  lot  of  chemicals  in  the 
United  Kingdom  are  sold  at  prices 
which  bear  no  relation  to  production 
costs  but  are  based  on  Continental  or 
American  prices  plus  that  import  duty." 
That  would  collapse  fairly  quickly 
under  Common  Market  conditions," 
and  he  suggested  that  buyers  should 
"  get  their  investigations  going  "  into 
sources  of  supply  and  prices  so  as  to 
be  prepared  against  possible  price  link- 
ups between  Britain  and  the  Continent. 
In  Britain  the  Restrictive  Practices 
court  had  not  stopped  "  price  leader- 
ship." 

Mr.  A.  S.  Colston  (Kodak,  Ltd.), 
spoke  on  "Chemical  Problems  con- 
cerned with  Bulk,  Corrosion  and  Stor- 
age." Advantages  of  taking  delivery  in 
bulk  wherever  possible  included  the 
following :  — 

Tank  storage  is  reduced,  releasing 
valuable  space  for  other  goods  or  pro- 
duction. 

Minimum  handling  saves  labour  costs. 

Large  deliveries,  being  homogeneous, 
eliminate  container-to-container  varia- 
tions and  meet  required  specifications 
for  qualities,  etc. 

"  Problems  of  the  Transportation  of 
Chemicals "  were  dealt  with  by  Mr. 
K.  A.  Henderson  (Monsanto  Chemi- 
cals, Ltd.),  who  said  there  was  often 
nothing  to  be  gained  from  buying  ex 
works,  since  manufacturers,  as  large 
customers  of  the  railways,  could  usually 
obtain  rates  not  available  to  the  custo- 
mer. The  position  was,  of  course,  re- 
versed for  those  who  purchased  large 
quantities  of  raw  materials  from  differ- 
ent sources,  who  were  able  to  bargain 
for  privileged  rates.  Little  headway 
had  been  made  in  co-ordinating  Com- 
mon Market  materials,  mainly  because 
of  the  widely  divergent  national  trans- 
port policies,  ranging  from  that  of  Ger- 
many, where  railways  enjoyed  consider- 
able protection,  to  Holland,  where 
there  was  little  State  interference.

Problems  discussed  at  London  meeting  of  buyers 
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LABORATORY  EQUIPMENT 

Third  exhibition  of  apparatus  and  materials 


THE  third  Laboratory  Apparatus  and 
Materials  Exhibition  was  held  at  the 
Exhibition  and  Royal  Halls,  Harrogate, 
May  14-18.  Sponsored  by  the  journal 
Laboratory  Practice,  the  exhibition  re- 
peated the  success  of  two  earlier  ones 
held  in  the  South  (in  1960  and  1961), 
and  served  as  forerunner  for  an  expan- 
ded event  at  Earls  Court  in  1963.  Sixty- 
eight  separate  exhibitors  had  stands 
and  many  items  of  interest  to  pharma- 
cists, and  to  the  specialists  in  all  aspects 
of  the  profession,  were  on  display. 
Automation  and  instrumentation  were 
a  feature,  but  many  old  favourites 
raised  their  heads  again. 

A  number  of  exhibitors  showed  lab- 
oratory furniture  and  fitments.  Among 
them  were  an  arrangement  by  Q.V.F., 
Ltd.,  Duke  Street,  Fenton,  Stoke-on- 
Trent,  Staffs,  laboratory  pipe-liners  and 
traps,  and  a  range  of  apparatus  in  poly- 
thene and  the  new  heat-resistant  poly- 
propylene and  polycarbonate  plastics 
by  X-lon  Products,  Ltd.,  48  Gilling- 
ham  Street,  London,  S.W.I.  Prototype 
of  an  advanced  dispensing  balance, 
automatically  weighing  and  incorpora- 
ting a  vibratory  spatula,  was  demon- 
strated by  L.  Oertling,  Ltd.,  Cray  Val- 
ley Works,  Orpington,  Kent.  Provided 
the  material  feeds  smoothly  from  the 
spatula,  the  instrument  should  prove  of 
value  to  laboratories,  in  which  much 
routine  weighing-out  of  samples  is 
done.  A  wide  range  of  precision  bal- 
ances bearing  the  well-known  names 
Becker,  Mettler,  Stanton,  Sartorius  and 
Sauter  were  on  show.  The  Laboratory 
and  Electrical  Engineering  Co.,  71 
Goldsmith  Street,  Nottingham,  dis- 
played a  glassware  cleaning  machine 
and  a  useful  and  adaptable  Gerflex 
flexible  shaft-and-clutch  coupling  unit 
with  variable-speed  drive. 

Closed-circuit  television  equipment 
was  well  to  the  fore.  The  system  has 
obvious  outlets  in  many  aspects  of 
medical,  commercial  and  teaching  pro- 
grammes, and  will  no  doubt  become 
more  and  more  an  accepted  mode  of 
communication.  The  extensive  use  of 
chromatographic  techniques  was  re- 
flected in  the  wide  range  of  equipment, 
including  apparatus  for  the  compara- 
tively new  thin  layer  technique  in 
chromatography,  and  the  radioactive 
chromatogram  counter  of  Baird  &  Tat- 
lock  (London),  Ltd.,  Freshwater  Road, 
Chadwell  Heath,  Essex.  Various  frac- 
tion collectors  were  shown,  including 
the  improved  B.T.L.  Mark  II.  In  the 
microscopial  field,  improvements  in 
stereo  and  television  projection  micro- 
scopes were  evident.  Photomicro- 
graphic  equipment  with  time-lapse  was 
on  view  at  the  stand  of  Cooke,  Trough- 
ton  &  Simms,  Ltd.,  Haxby  Road, 
York. 

An  ingenious  and  versatile  automa- 
tion of  almost  any  type  of  wet  chemical 
analysis  was  seen  in  the  Auto  Analyzer 
of  Technicon  Co.,  Ltd.,  Hanworth 
Lane,  Chertsey,  Surrey.  Other  evidence 
of  the  advent  of  the  automatic  age  in- 
cluded the  automatic  Karl  Fischer  ap- 
paratus (B.T.L.)  and  the  extremely 
useful  range  of  electronic,  particle  coun- 
ters (Coulter  Electronics,  Ltd.,  2 
Ashwell  Street,  St.  Albans,  Herts),  with 


their  wide  field  of  application  to  routine 
blood,  bacterial  and  emulsion-globule 
counts,  and  to  particle  counting  and 
size  distribution  for  suspensions  of 
many  kinds. 

Also  on  view  were  a  simple  but  effec- 
tive mercury  cleaner  and  an  eye-wash 
bottle,  both  shown  by  Loughborough 
Glass  Co.,  Ltd.,  Loughborough,  Leics; 
the  range  of  Silverson  mixers  (now  in- 
cluding a  micro  model  capable  of  deal- 
ing with  volumes  down  to  about  4  mils) 
of  Silverson  Machines,  Ltd.,  55 
Tower  Bridge  Road,  London,  S.E.I;  the 
almost  silent  (and  therefore  most  wel- 
come) completely  new  edition  of  the 
test  sieve  shaker  of  Endecotts  (Fil- 
ters), Ltd.,  Lombard  Road,  London, 
S.W.I 9;  the  latest  designs  of  deionisers 
by  Elga  Products,  Ltd.,  Lane  End, 
Bucks,  and  Permutit  Co.,  Ltd.,  Permu- 
tit  House,  Gunnersbury  Avenue,  Lon- 
don, W.4;  ultra-violet  equipment,  in- 
cluding water  sterilisers,  by  Engelhard 
Hanovia  Lamps,  Slough,  Bucks;  a  use- 
ful ultrasonic  disintegration  unit  for 


disruption  of  suspensions  of  mammalian 
tissue,  bacteria  and  other  micro-organ- 
isms in  the  space  of  minutes  (Measur- 
ing and  Scientific  Equipment,  Ltd., 
14  Spenser  Street,  London,  S.W.I),  and' 
a  new  energy  (and  patience)  saver  in  the 
form  of  the  laboratory  ice-crusher 
offered  by  Shandon  Scientific  Co., 
Ltd.,  6  Cromwell  Place,  London,  S.W.7]. 
electrically  operated  and  compact  in 
design.  A  feature  on  each  of  the  five 
days  of  the  exhibition  was  the  pro- 
gramme of  lectures  given  by  experts  on 
various  aspects  of  analytical  and  meas- 
uring techniques.  They  provided  valu- 
able background  for  many  workers  in 
the  different  fields,  but  many  felt  that 
details  of  the  lectures  should  have  been 
more  widely  circulated  well  in  advance 
of  the  date.  That  omission  necessitated 
for  some  a  much  time-begrudged  second 
visit  to  Harrogate.  Criticism  also  was 
levelled  against  the  cost  of  the  official 
catalogue  and  against  the  omission  from 
it  of  a  list  of  the  exhibitors  in  numeri- 
cal order  of  stand,  or  a  concise  list  of 
the  exhibitors  in  alphabetical  order. 
Those  criticisms  apart,  the  organisers 
and  the  exhibitors  are  to  be  congratu- 
lated on  a  fine  exhibition.

A  diversity  of  machines  and  systems 


THE   scope   of   mechanical  handling 
seems  unlimited,  and  the  Mechanical 
Handling  Exhibition  at  Earls  Court, 
London,   S.W.5,   May  8-18,  included 
among  the  huge  cranes  and  transporter 
equipment  many  smaller  items  of  in- 
terest to  the  pharmaceutical  industry.
